Thoroughbreds as Stock Horses 


Y now it ought to be clear, from many evi- 

dences, that the Thoroughbred is not only an 
ornament and a source of sporting satisfaction but 
also the most useful breed of horses ever devel- 
oped. His blood went into the creation of the 
Standardbred (narness horse), the American Sad- 
dle Horse, and that darling of the West, the Quar- 
ter Horse. It has made the world’s best polo 
ponies, the world’s best hunters, the world’s best 
cavalry horses. It even furnishes what is, by the 
testimony of experienced men, the best work 
horse available. On the ranges of the great West, 
where horses are necessary for working cattle, it 
has brought about a tremendous improvement, 
and its work in this last-mentioned category has 
just begun. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE has no first-hand knowledge 
of the requirements of the range, and makes no 
pretense to speaking with authority on the sub- 
ject. But we can reason from the testimony of 
those who have experience, from the proved versa- 
tility of the breed, from the evidence of livestock 
breeding in general, and reach the conclusion that 
in these days, when too many Thoroughbreds are 
being produced for the race tracks of America, 
the ranchers of the West and the farmers of the 
whole country have an opportunity to acquire 
Thoroughbreds at small cost and adapt them to 
specialized purposes outside of racing. 

We take the liberty of quoting here a para- 
graph from a recent memorandum sent out to 
members of the Horse and Mule Association of 
America by Secretary Wayne Dinsmore, includ- 
ing miscellaneous observations accruing from a 
trip through Texas and New Mexico. Mr. Dins- 
more, it is hardly necessary to add, is not a par- 
tisan of the Thoroughbred, but an advocate of 
the use of horses in general. 

The other ranches visited—the Lipan Springs 
Ranch and the Lee Ranch, both near San Angelo— 
differ from the others in that no Quarter Horse blood 
has been used. The owners have used only Thor- 
oughbred sires for the past 40 years and have 
selected for a deep-bodied, roomy-middled type, 
with heavy muscling throughout, especially in the 
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hind quarters. Docility and handiness also have 
been emphasized, hot-headed, excitable, hard-to- 
handle horses and their dams have been eliminated 
as soon as these faults were discovered. As a re- 
sult of this selection and good handling, the herses 
on these ranches are as docile as Quarter Horses, 
illustrating again that man can produce whatever 
he wants to in horses, if riaid selection, wisely ex- 
ercised, prevails long enough. 

The same memorandum contains a paragraph 
with regard to the famed King Ranch’s efforts to 
develop an improved strain of cow horses: 

A similar [i. e., similar to the work with cattle] 
breed-building attempt is now being undertaken 
with horses—at present called the King Ranch 
Quarter Horses—in which Quarter Horse and Thor- 
oughbred blood is being used. The aim is to take 
out the too low carriage of head and neck and too 
thick, round withers and the tendency to sickle 
hocks—all at present too common faults of Quarter 
Horses—by the infusion of Thoroughbred blood from 
level-headed strains,-and to retain the docile dispo- 
sition, the ability to learn quickly how to work cat- 
tle, and the heavy muscling and good rustling quali 
ties of the best. Quarter Horses. Substantial head- 
way has been made. 

There are many farmers and ranchers, appar- 
ently, who have failed to consider the Thorough- 
bred as a ready means of improving their work 
stock, on the assumption that the breed is “too 
hot” or too fragile. Since the race horse is select- 
ed not for his disposition or his build, but simply 
on the basis of how fast he can run, there are 
necessarily many individuals which would not be 
especially likely to improve the standards of work 
stock. But there are also many hundreds of indi- 
viduais available which would effect such improve- 
ment, and it is to the interest of both parties that 
such an opportunity should not be neglected 

In any program of livestock improvement the 
important item is not knowledge of bloodlines and 
recondite “principles of breeding,’’ but the simple 
ability to compare individuals with the properly 
visualized ideal and to discard those which are 
widest of the mark. The Thoroughbred lends 
himself inmost readily to necessary adaptations be- 
cause courage and willingness and intelligence are 
common to the breed and because there is a wide 
range for the selection of the disposition and con- 
formation required.

Bug Boys and a Prankster 


AN FRANCISCO, Calif—Summer racing in 

California this season produced the outstand- 
ing apprentice rider of the country in the Mormon 
youth Ferril Zufelt. Zufelt, scoring doubles and 
triples with a regularity that was monotonous at 
Hollywood Park, was far and away the leading 
jockey of the meeting, and became the leading 
apprentice of the United States through his im- 
posing total of victories. He lost his five-pound 
allowance with the opening of Del Mar in August, 
however. With Zufelt a full-fledged rider, a lad 
from Eureka, Calif.. named Wayne Nassi was 
generally regarded as the freckle-faced hope 
among the apprentices of the West Coast. Nassi, 
who comes from a Finnish family that changed 
its name from Bjornassi, claims he learned mus- 
cular control, a sense of rhythm and balance es- 
sential to a jockey at dancing school, where he 
was a star pupil. 

Billy Strange is another youngster in California 
who is looked upon as a boy who may make good. 
The services of Nassi and Strange have been 
sought more widely than those of any other ap- 
prentices at California tracks in recent weeks. On 
the whole, however, the present apprentice di- 
vision in California is as weak as the women 
addressed by Lydia E. Pinkham’s Compound ad- 
vertisements. It became considerably weaker, for 
five days at least, when both Nassi and Strange 
were set down for rough riding on the second 
day of tne meeting at Tanforan. Tap-dancing 
Wayne got rough on a horse named Tuxedo Eddy. 
Billy got his for his tactics aboard Cinesar. 

As if to balance things a bit, a 17-year-old boy 
named Willie Turnbull rode his first race, and won 
it, on the same day at Tanforan. Turnbull “got 
back” on Over Gold, scoring his victory the hard 
way. He had to come from far off the pace in a 
six-furlong dash, and showed considerable in- 
testinal forticuae for a grass-green rider when he 
drove his mount through a narrow opening. He 
won going away over the well-fagged pacemaker, 
Red Chalk, and the favored Deline Bank. Turn- 
bull was an unheralded exercise boy when he 
came to Tanforan from Del Mar. 

Turnbull's feat is one of the most unusual oc- 
currences of the Turf, but it has been accomp- 
lished twice in California in recent months. A 
25-year-old exercise boy named Victor Borsell 
won the first time he ever wore silks at the recent 
Hollywood meeting, scoring aboard Hy-Cop. 
Youngsters accepting their first mount usually 
don’t win for two reasons. The first and most 
obvious is that they lack the ability and ex- 
perience to put forth a winning ride. The second 
is that trainers will seldom trust them on any 
horse other than a 100 to 1 shot that is out for 
the exercise. The only other case of any ap- 
prentice winning his first out in recent years, that 
the writer can recall, occurred at Suffolk Downs, 
in Boston. 

Willie Shea, a capable horseman, best known 
for the blues he had won at horse shows in Eng- 
land and Ireland, had a Salem, Mass., lad named 
Danny Driscoll under his wing at the time. Shea 
claimed that many promising boys had been 
ruined because they became disheartened by a

long series of defeats on horses that would have 
had no chance under the most brilliant rider. 
When he first tossed Danny a set of colors, he 
gave him the mount on the “hottest’’ horse in the 
barn, a horse that was heavily supported in the 
betting despite his green pilot. Danny obliged 
by winning fairly easily. Driscoll, inclined to 
early chunkiness, proved only a fair rider, al- 
though he did enjoy one highly successful meeting 
at the Fair Grounds in New Orleans. 

The apprentice colony at /anforan’ was 
strengthened considerably last week by the ar- 
rival of Eddie Weilander, who had his first mount 
at Bay Meadows last spring, won 26 races and 
was placed on 23 other occasions with 119 mounts 
during the Chicago season. Weilander served a 
ten-day suspension just before .eaving the Middle 
West. The 17-year-old boy, a native of the tough 


town of Cicero, site of Sportsman’s Park, weighs 
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only 97 pounds. Weilander is under contract to 
Trainer Roy Selden, who developed him. 

Selden, a former jockey himself, is one of the 
California Turf’s better known characters. He 
rode the winner of the last race ever run at the 
old Emeryville track, hard by his native city of 
Oakland. The horse’s name was Massa. Roy is 
a wasp-waisted man, whose hair and eyelashes 
are almost albino blonde. He looks much younger 
than his age. He spends a great deal of his time 
at the track giving “hot feet” to his more digni- 
fied acquaintances. His pockets are usually filled 
with gimmicks from parlor-magic stores which 
make coins disappear, perform other tricks of il- 
lusion. Selden’s nature is hardly serious, but he 
has two very serious ambitions in life. One is to 
patch up crippled Thoroughbreds and bring them 
back to the races. The other is to develop a top- 
class jockey. 

Selden’s severest critic—his wife—maintains he 
will not claim or buy a sound horse because he 
wants to be known as a “miracle man” and win 
races with horses that other men have given up 
as hopeless. He has been very successful in doing 
just this. He brought the ancient Morpheus back 
to win a long string of races on patched-up under- 
pinning. He has performed the same feat with 
several others, notably the mare Maple Queen, 
with which he made a big killing several seasons 
ago in New England. 

Selden has developed a great many jockeys, 
but none has been a top-sawyer to date. It is not 
unusual for Roy to return home late in the eve- 
ning and find one of his old jockeys stretched out 
across his doorstep asleep, waiting for a bed, a 
meal, and a stake. A few years ago, Selden had 
a protege named Warren Van Tassel, who ap- 
peared very promising, rode high, wide and hand- 
some on the Illinois wheel. Van Tassel, however, 
developed “jockey nerves,”’ refused to take a 
chance on going through even wide openings. 
Unable to cure the boy of his fear, Selden dropped 
him. Roy also had a jockey named R. R. King 
who seemed promising, but King cracked his leg 
in a spill, was in the hospital for months, was 
never able to ride again. Weilander appears to 
be the most promising material Prankster Selden 
has yet produced. 


Tanforan's Beginning 


ANFORAN is continuing the policy established 

last spring by Bay Meadows, which offered 
$1,000 minimum purses for the first time at a 
northern California race course. Tanforan did 
schedule $1,000 minimum purses during the clos- 
ing part of one of its meetings in the past, but 
this was done because torrential rains had washed 
out the track grading, caused the course to close 
for several days while repairs were made. Since 
the meeting was not extended to include the days 
lost from the schedule, the remaining $800 purses 
were boosted. 

The Marchbank Handicap, main event of the 
meeting, has been boosted to a value of $15,000 
added. This makes it the richest stakes of northern 
California. The California Jockey Club’s richest 
race, the Bay Meadows Handicap, which is usually 
run on a charity day, carries only $10,000 added. 
It was won last spring by No Competition. 

Golden Gate, of Course, promised a $50,000 
added handicap last winter, but that was just one 
of many things that Golden Gate promised. 

Tanforan has no shortage of capable older 
jockeys, with Lester Balaski, Charley Corbett, 
Johnny Longden, Ralph Neves, and Ferril Zufelt 
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in action. Johnny Adams was due to arrive at 
the San Bruno track last week after spending a 
few days at his home in Iola, Kan. Short-legged 
Johnny, who increases his height by wearing a 
ten-gallon hat, led the American jockey list in 
1937. This season he was only ten winners behind 
pacemaking Don Meade when he went home for a 
vacation. He is currently riding for the stable of 
Mrs. James F. Waters. His score this year was 
helped considerably by the 54 winners he rode in 
35 days of racing at Thistle Down. 

Besides the suspension of Apprentices Nassi and 
Strange and the first-out victory of Master Turn- 
bull, the early days of the Tanforan meet were 
enlivened by the score of Little Topsy, which had 
been barred elsewhere for wild and ornery post 
behavior, but got home on opening day at more 
than 100 to 1, and by the victory of Samborobon 
in the $5,000 added A. B. Spreckels Handicap, 
first of the season’s stakes events. Charley How- 
ard, who has been consistently second in stakes 
this year, was second again—with Yankee Dandy 
this time. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Rockingham Park 


S the season wanes competition for horses 

grows less sharp, and at the Rockingham 
Park fall meeting no stakes are offered, though 
there is no economic reason for the cut, in the 
form of a weaker pari-mutuel turnover. Last 
fall the betting averaged slightly more than 
$220,000 daily, and the first days of the current 
meeting show an increase of about $9,000 daily 
over the corresponding meeting last year. 

The track did try to arrange a special race in- 
volving the 2-year-old leader Alsab and Robert 
Sterling Clark’s Colchis, which dead-heated with 
him in the Eastern Shore Handicap at Havre de 
Grace September 13. The track was willing to 
put up a $10,000 purse if the two juveniles could 
be attracted, but arrangements fell through. 
Both horses are eligible to the Spalding Lowe 
Jenkins Stakes at Laurel Park October 18, and 
the position of Colchis’ connections apparently is 
that if Alsab wants Colchis, that is the place to 
get him. 

Best race at Rockingham October 4 was a 
$4,000 claiming race, won by Mrs. R. M. Buc- 
cola’s Bright Trace, a Trace Call filly bred in 
Virginia by Hobson C. McGehee. Jockey Ted 
Atkinson took riding honors with three winners 
from six mounts.

On September 29 George W. Schilling, director 
of racing at Agua Caliente, informed his publicity 
bureau that he had granted a rider’s license to 
Anna Lee Wiley, this being the first time, as far 
as anyone could remember, that a woman has 
had such a license. Miss Wiley, who has ridden 
at bush tracks in the West, had won several races 
for girl riders at Agua Caliente. 

Judge Schilling said he had carefully studied 
the rules of racing and could find nothing in 
them that would bar a girl jockey. Probable 
reason: authors of the rules of racing could 
hardly have anticipated girl applicants, or Judge 
Schilling.

Belmont Park 


LL kinds of records fell as Belmont Park 

closed its fall meeting on October 4, after 15 
days of racing. Alsab ran the fastest mile a 2- 
year-old has ever covered, breaking Twenty 
Grand’s 11-year-old record. Fenelon set a new 
American record for 214, miles, a distance that 
had been in abeyance for several years, as far 
as high-class horses are concerned, until the New 
York Handicap was inaugurated last year. And 
for the 15 days the track had a pari-mutuel aver- 
age of $956,735, the highest ever recorded at any 
race track. On closing day the handle was $1,- 
451,631, making five days on which betting 
passed $1,000,000. 

One of the highlights of the meeting was Al- 
sab, which before his record mile in the Cham- 
pagne Stakes had fairly well settled his claim to 
juvenile leadership by soundly beating Requested 
in a special race. Another was Whirlaway, 
which got through the Lawrence Realization 
easily enough, and was then beaten unexpectedly 
by Market Wise in the Jockey Club Gold Cup. 
Calumet Farm got substantial consolation from 
its first Futurity victory, scored by Some Chance, 
which must now be ranked with the first four or 
five 2-year-olds of the season. In the handicap 
division chief honors went to Belair Stud’s Fene- 
lon, winner of both the New York and Manhattan 
Handicaps. 

Metropolitan racing now moves to Jamaica, 
where a 10-day meeting began October 6, with 
the Interborcugh Handicap as feature of Open- 
ing day. There will be a total of six stakes dur- 
ing the meeting, including the Remsen Handicap, 
$10,000 2-year-old test to be run October 11. 
Alsab, Requested, Devil Diver, Shut Out, Some 
Chance, and others are among the eligibles. The 
field will depend largely on whether Alsab goes; 
if he does not, most cf the others may come in. 
Also on the October 11 program is the Continen- 
tal Handicap, also endowed with $10,000, which 
engages 3-year-olds and up at 1!,, miles. 


Entry First and Last 


In the New England Oaks W. H. La Boyteaux’s 
Imperatrice and Marshall Field’s Up the Hill 
were raced as an entry, and Imperatrice won a 
rather clever victory, while Up the Hill was a 
well beaten third. Imperatrice (3, 114) and Up 
the Hill (3, 107) were coupled again in the sev- 
enty-first Ladies’ Handicap ($15,000 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, fillies and mares, 112 miles) at 
Belmont Park September 30, and the entry was 
favored at 9 to 5. 

Imperatrice broke fast and took the track, 
while Up the Hill, off late and outrun at first, 
had only two horses beaten in the first half-mile. 
Forcing the leader’s pace was first Rosetown 
(124), then Pomayya (3, 110), but Imperatrice 
held on for a mile and a quarter. At this stage 
Rosetown was beaten, but Pomayya was still 
holding on, and John A. Bell, Jr.’s Dark Discov- 
ery (3, 102) was making what looked liked a 
winning bid, having been well up from the start. 
Up the Hill was moving up in the field and at the 
quarter-pole she was sixth, about four lengths 
from her running mate. Imperatrice tired badly, 
and Pomayya, used up racing her into defeat, 
was ready to quit too. Dark Discovery took the 
lead in mid-stretch, and at the furlong-pole was 
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leading by a length and a half. But by now Up 
the Hill was fully extended in a fine drive, and 
with Conn McCreary sending her on she yoked 
the leader, shook her off easily, and drew out to 
win by two lengths. Dark Discovery was a 
length and a quarter ahead of another late run- 
ner, John C. Clark’s Pretty Pet (115), and W. C, 
Hobson's Shine O’Night (112) ran a rather even 
race to be fourth, meeting some interference on 
the stretch turn. In order followed Pomayya, 
Dark Imp (3, 102), Rosetown, Equitable (108), 
Monida (112), Dog House (107), Jeanne d’Arc 
(103), Damaged Goods (110), and Imperatrice, 
the latter having been pulled up after she was 
beaten. Jeanne d’Arc pulled up lame, and Dam- 
aged Goods had some excuse, having run out on 
the far turn, and she was afterward eased up.

Though she had placed in stakes, Up the Hill 
had not previously won one. She was foaled 
April 24, 1938, at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne 
Stud, Paris, Ky. In 23 starts she has won five 
races, finished second twice, third eight times, 
and has earned $21,595. Gentle Tryst won three 
races at two, finished second in the Kentucky 
Claiming Stakes. Her only other foal of racing 
age is the 1941 2-year-old Pep Tryst, which had 
not started through August 31. *Cing a Sept 
won Irish Oaks, Newmarket Oaks (dead heat), 
Atalanta, Park Hill Stakes, and Ebor Handicap, 
and is also dam of the winners Cinque-Cento 
(Final Stakes in England) and Bcrrowed Time 
and the producer Assignation. Rackety Coo also 
produced the winners Ganga Singh (Welsh St. 
Leger), Rackety Lassie (Yorkshire Oaks, and 
dam of the stakes winner Mohalebbi), and Ranjit 
Singh (Prince of Wales’ Nursery, Dee Stakes). 
The fourth dam, Bill and Coo, was a stakes win- 
ner and dam of stakes winners. 


Two Runnings, One Winner 


Five of the best sprinters in the East went post- 
ward in the second running of the Vosburgh 
Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, seven 
furlongs) at Belmont Park Wednesday, October 1. 
J. E. Widener’s Roman (132), making his first 
start since his brilliant win in the Fall Highweight 
Handicap on opening day at the Westchester 
plant, was made favorite at nearly even money 
by the large mid-week crowd. It was a disap- 
pointed crowd after the race, for the *Sir Galla- 
had III speedster gave too much weight and used 
too much of his energy staving off two challenges 
for the pacemaking privilege. When the field got 
away Roman went to the top with King Ranch’s 
Dispose (3, 116) at his throat-latch. Daylight 
separated the two leaders from the rest of the 
field, which was led by Maxwell Howard’s The 
Chief (114), with G. D. Widener’s Birch Rod 
(118) and Woolford Farm’s Joe Schenck (109) 
following. The two leaders battled it out, Roman 
finally racing Dispose into submission at the far 
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Saturday, October 11, 1941

turn. Jockey Alfred Robertson then sent The 
Chief forward to take up the task laid down by 
Dispose. Roman stayed in front of The Chief by 
the margin of a head on the turn and when they 
entered the upper stretch the son of Pennant went 
to the front as Roman tired. The favorite hung 
on grimly to the eighth-pole, where he was a 
half-length behind The Chief and a length and a 
half ahead of a fast-closing Joe Schenck. Wendell 
Eads, aboard Joe Schenck, wore down Roman and 
caught The Chief in the final yards to win by a 
nose. A length and a quarter behind The Chief 
came Roman, worn out by his pacemaking efforts 
under high weight. Birch Rod and Dispose fin- 
ished in that order. It was the second time in the 
two runnings of the Vosburgh Handicap that Joe 
Schenck has been returned the winner. Time,

Grand National to 


The richest steeplechase in America, the Grand 
Naticnal Steeplechase Handicap ($15,000 added, 
4-year-olds and up, about three miles) at Bel- 
mont Park on Friday, October 3, was remindful 
of the conditions under which many hunt race 
meetings are held. A heavy fog enveloped the 
infield cf the Westchester course, allowing the 
crowd to get a glimpse of the horses only in 
frent of the stands. The winner was Bayard 
Sharp’s Speculate (142) which had taken four 
straight seconds since winning the Shillelah 
Steeplechase at Saratoga. Besides the major 
share of the rich purse, the winner of the Grand 
National also gains a fairly substantial claim 
upon the laurels signifying leadership of the 
steeplechasing division. The top honors this 
year, however, probably will be considered rather 
hollow, fer consistency has not been a feature of 
the current campaign. The only consistency dis- 
cernible has been the defeat of the favorites, and 
the reversing of form of the leading ‘chasers in 
nearly every stakes race. It was so in the Grand 
National. In Speculate’s last four starts he had 
been beaten by Corrigan, Bath (a 3-year-old), 
Bay Dean, and *Sussex. On each occsaion Specu- 
late finished second, and in those four starts he 
beat to the wire all four of the horses to which 
he had finished second. In the National all but 
Bath, which was not eligible, trailed Speculate. 
*Sussex (148), the favorite, was second, Bay 
Dean (138) was fourth, and Corrigan (140) lost 
his rider. 

Shortly after the break in the Grand National, 
Louis B. Mayer’s grand old campaigner Ossabaw 
(158) went to the front, followed by Mrs. Arthur 
White’s Bay Dean. At the eighth fence Ossabaw 
took a smasher and Bay Dean went to the front 
as he usually does. Second was Mrs. F. A. 
Clark’s *London Town (154). After two miles 
Bay Dean was showing indications of tiring and 
Jockey Colonel Brooks eased the aged son of 
Judge Hay, allowing *London Town to go to the

front. The Irish gelding’s lead was short-lived, 
for Tommy Roby was bringing Speculate (142) 
forward fast, after holding the Westwick gelding 
in restraint in the early stages, and after re- 
covering from a bad landing at the seventh 
jump. George H. Bostwick was sending his 
*Sussex up also, trailing Speculate by about two 
lengths. Speculate challenged *London Town on 
the turn. The latter was tiring and Speculate 
went ahead to win easily by six lengths. *London 
Town finished a length behind *Sussex and 30 
lengths in front of Bay Dean. Kenneth N. Gil- 
pin’s Buck Langhorne (133) was the only other 
starter to finish; he was just galloping in the last 
mile, and finished 25 lengths behind Bay Dean. 
Corrigan lost his rider at the nineteenth jump, 
but had not been a prominent factor. Time, 
5:5935, track sloppy.

Speculate was a fortunate purchase by young 
Mr. Sharpe, who was graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Virginia in 1940. He bought the West- 
wick gelding for $2,500 from Sid Holloway, of 
Berwyn, Pa. The latter had purchased Speculate 
as a suckling along with his dam for $650 from 
the late Capt. P. M. Walker’s dispersal sale in 
1936 at Saratoga. Speculate has started 14 
times, all in steeplechases as a 4- and 5-year-old, 
won four races, finished second seven times, and 
has earned $22,150.

Fenelon's New Record 


Though he had won something more than $40,- 
000 this year, including several important stakes, 
Belair Stud’s Fenelon has occasionally been a 
disappointment, particularly in the two major 
cup races, the Saratoga and Jockey Club Gold 
Cups. In the latter, on September 27, he was a 
distant third behind Market Wise and Whirl- 
away, and as a result he was rather lightly re- 
garded for the New York Handicap ($50,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 214, miles) at Belmont 
Park October 4. Market Wise, fresh from his 
upset of Whirlaway, was backed into favoritism 
at 5 to 4. But this was a handicap, not a cup. 
Fenelon, which had carried 125 pounds in the 
Gold Cup and had given Market Wise 11 
pounds, was in the handicap with 119, and he 
was giving the 3-year-old only one pound in ac- 
tual weight. At a shorter distance this might 
not have mattered, but the 10-pound readjust- 
ment is perhaps enough, at the 17-furlong route, 
to account for the 10-length difference in the re- 
suits. In any case Fenelon, which had been 
beaten eight lengths by Market Wise seven days 
earlier, won from him by two. 

The lightweights Dark Discovery (3, 98) and 
Tola Rose (107) went away fast; possibly their 
jockeys had forgotten they had to go around 
again. The other riders paid them scant atten- 
tion, and Dark Discovery drew into a lead of 
nearly a dozen lengths, with Tola Rose far ahead 
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of the others. Greentree Stable’s Corydon (109) 
was the first of the others to move on the lead- 
ers, and after the first mile he passed Tola Rose 
and went after Dark Discovery. Meanwhile 
Market Wise, Fenelon, and last year’s distance 
development, Mrs. Marie Evans’ Shot Put (126), 
were going along about the middle of the pack, 
all fairly hard held, with their riders apparently 
watching each other. Donald Meade, who nearly 
“stole” the first Santa Anita Handicap, tried the 
same strategy again with Corydon. He disposed 
of Dark Discovery with six furlongs to go, and 
sent the *St. Germans gelding out into a long 
lead. 

Market Wise was the first of the highweights 
to go up. On the second time down the back 
stretch Basil James sent him forward, and the 
83-year-old gained rapidly, put away the tiring 
early pacemakers and went up to Corydon. Fene- 
lon, which at this stage, was seventh, a dozen 
lengths behind the leaders, went to the extreme 
outside and began a tempestuous rush which 
ended only with the finish line. Market Wise had 
taken the lead from Corydon on the last turn, 
but Fenelon went past him powerfully, and 
James’ drive could not keep the Brokers Tip colt 
in the race. Stout kept Fenelon going to the 
end, though his margin seemed safe a sixteenth 
away, and Fenelon won by two lengths. Market 
Wise was six lengths ahead of the tiring Corydon, 
which had been eased after he was beaten, and 
Shot Put, closing well but much too late, was 
four lengths farther away. In order followed 
*Filisteo (110), Lovely Night (107), Equitable 
(108), Equifox (112), Al au Feu (104), Tola 
Rose, and Dark Discovery. Time, :23%5, :4835, 
1:1336, 1:384%, 2:0445, 2:304, 2:5645, 3:21, 3:47 
(new American record), track fast. Stakes di-

The record Fenelon broke was set at Latonia 
in 1927 by the 3-year-old Mike Hall, which car- 
ried 111 pounds, and Fenelon cut 1%; seconds 
from it. The Belair colt has started 41 times, 
won 13 races, finished second seven times, third 
three times, and has earned $152,295. He is in 
fiftieth place among American money winners. 
Particulars of his pedigree appeared in THE 
BLooD-HORSE of August 9, page 223. 


Thirteenth and Best 


Alsab, a bay colt by Good Goods, with a star 
in his forehead and two white near feet, is the 
champion 2-year-old of 1941. Maybe he is more 
than that. On October 4, in the Champagne 
Stakes ($10,000 added, 2-year-olds, one mile) at 
Belmont Park Alsab came up from behind, was 
blocked at the half-mile post, forced wide on the 
far turn, and raced, over a track which was not 
in its best condition, the fastest mile a 2-year-old 
has ever run in America. Twenty Grand’s record, 
set at Churchill Downs in 1930 (in a memorable 
duel with Equipoise in the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes), was cut by three-fifths of a second, and 
Alsdb’s time was only a second slower than the 
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Saturday, October 11, 1941 


American record mile Equipoise ran at Arling- 
ton Park in 1932. A 2-year-old which can be 
mentioned favorably in the same paragraph with 
Twenty Grand and Equipoise has a future. 

Alsab (122) went to post a 3-to-5 favorite, 
with opposition expected chiefly from Manhasset 
Stable’s Amphitheatre (119) and B. F. Whitak- 
er’s Requested (116), the latter beaten nearly 
four lengths by Alsab in a special race at Bel- 
mont Park September 23. Amphitheatre, one of 
the better Saratoga developments, and with a 
decision over the Futurity winner, Some Chance, 
in his record, was meeting the Good Goods colt 
for the first time. The other four starters were 
outside chances, and all of them ran like it ex- 
cept Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords’ Flaught (110), a 
Firethorn colt which apparently improved with 
the lengthening distance. 

Amphitheatre went away in front, with 
Flaught forcing a fast pace. Requested, off a 
little behind Alsab, moved up in the first quarter- 
mile to be third. Carroll Bierman, replacing Al- 
sab’s regular rider, R. L. Vedder, who is under 
suspension, tried to go up inside the leaders near 
the half-mile pole and got himself blocked, but 
he did get past Requested. He got to the outside 
again, and on the far turn started around the 
leaders. Amphitheatre was tiring and he went a 
trifle wide. This carried out Flaught, which was 
holding on strongly, and forced Alsab wider still. 
But Alsab was running with smashing speed, and 
he went rapidly past the leaders, drew away and 
drew away, until at the finish he was leading by 
seven lengths. Requested, which many consider 
the second best of the year, ran his usual game 
ruce, but he was no match for Alsab. He caught 
the cthers and finished second, two and a quarter 
lengths ahead of Flaught, which outgamed Am- 
phitheatre in the last strides and was third by a 
nose. Behind Amphitheatre followed Subdue 
(110), Trierarch (108), and *Louisville II (106). 
The last three were beaten before the race was 
half over, and none of them was persevered with 
in the stretch. The track was drying, but it was 
not fast. Daily Racing Form’s chartmakers 
called it good; a few observers thought it slow. 
But with two American records broken over it, 
the track had to be in good condition. Time, 
32315, :46, 1:104%, 1:35%5, track good. Stakes 
division, $9,500, $2,000, $1,000, $500.

There may have been better equine bargains 
than Alsab. But no one has ever purchased pub- 
licly a horse of comparable class for a price as 
low as the $700 which Albert Sabath gave for 
Alsab. The Good Goods colt has started 20 
times, won thirteen races, finished second three 
times, third once, and has earned $97,555. 
(Numerologists may note that Alsab’s thirteenth 
victory placed him thirteenth in earnings on the 
all-time list of leading American 2-year-old win- 
ners.) Particulars of his pedigree appeared in 
THE BLOOD-HORSE of June 7, page 851. 

Beaten occasionally in the spring, Alsab has 
been nearly invincible since the summer season 
began. In his last 11 starts he has only one sec- 


ond to Eternal Bull, to which he gave five pounds, 
and a dead heat with Colchis, to which he gave 
nine, to mar his record. 


Aqueduct Statistics 


Aqueduct’s fall meeting which ran from Sep- 
tember 1 to September 17 not only was a pros- 
perous one for the Queens County Jockey Club, 
with wagering figures 27 per cent over the 1940 
meeting, but was also a good one for horsemen. 
A total of $280,190 was distributed during the 
18-day meeting for a daily average of $18,679, a 
figure 47 per cent higher than last fall’s meeting, 
in which there was a daily average of $12,735. 
Benjamin F. Whitaker won the largest single 
share of the distribution, $16,850, as his 2-year- 
old Requested accounted for the Babylon Handi- 
cap and Cowdin Stakes. Second was Foxcatcher 
Farm with $14,900, due principally to Fairy 
Chant’s win in the Beldame Handicap.

Max Hirsch 
was the leading trainer with nine winners, one 
more than Hirsch Jacobs. The leading flat rider 
was Donald Meade with 12 victories, second was 
Carroll Bierman with 10 wins. A. Bauman and 
Tommy Roby led the steeplechase riders with 
three wins apiece, each winning a third of the 
races offered.

Golden Gate's New Boss 


J. A. McNaughton, vice president and general 
manager of the Los Angeles Union Stock Yards, 
announces his resignation to become effective at 
the close of the year. He assumes the manage- 
ment of the $1,500,000 Golden Gate Turf Club at 
Albany, Calif., and under the reorganization of 
that club, will also serve as chairman of the board 
of directors and one of three trustees represent- 
ing stockholders. 

Mr. McNaughton appeared before Federal Judge 
A. F. St. Sure at Oakland recently where the re- 
organization of the track was approved as “fair 
and reasonable.”” Mr. McNaughton headed a 
group of investors who are subscribing the neces- 
sary funds to assure the operation of the track in 
1942. 

Mr. McNaughton has been vice president and 
general manager of the Los Angeles Union Stock 
Yards since the establishment of the market on 
November 1, 1922. He interested a group of 
eastern financiers in the establishment of a cen- 
tral livestock market and industrial development 
in Los Angeles. He was also charged with the 
building and development, as vice president and 
general manager, of the Los Angeles Junction 
Railway, a belt line which serves much of the 
industrial area in Vernon, adjoining the city of 
Los Angeles. 

Mr. McNaughton is widely known among stock- 
men throughout the western states. His resigna- 
tion as manager of the Los Angeles Union Stock 
Yards does not mean that he has entirely severed 
his association with the livestock industry, for he 
plans to continue as executive director of the 
Great Western Livestock Show. He served as a 
member of the California Horse Racing Board 
when pari-mutuel racing was revivea in California 
a few years ago. He has been active in civic af- 
fairs in southern California, having served a term 
as director of the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce and previously headed the important agri- 
cultural committee.—Western Livestock Journal. 
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MARYLAND 
Laurel Park 


IRST four days of the Laurel Park meeting 

found the track running well ahead of its 
1940 figures, as the pari-mutuel average, $358,- 
165, represented a gain of more than $50,000 
daily over the first four days last year. A crowd 
of about 18,000 was out for the racing of October 
4, suffering somewhat from the unseasonable 
heat which has affected most sections of the 
country. 

The racing on that day was dominated by the 
stable of Robert Sterling Clark. Colchis, which 
had dead-heated Alsab in the Eastern Shore 
Handicap, was favorite for the Richard Johnson 
Stakes and he won it smartly. In the next race 
*Abbe Pierre was a 16-to-1 outsider but he 
jumped off in front and led at every post, giving 
the stable a consecutive double. 

A six-furlong handicap for a $2,000 purse went 
to the Maryland-bred Abrasion, owned by J. W. 
Y. Martin, and in the cnly other non-claiming 
race on the card E. R. Bradley graduated Best 
Reward, a colt by Balladier. A 11!:-mile claim- 
ing event drew eight starters and was won by 
Miss E. Boerger’s White Front, by Hallucination. 

The Maryland Futurity and the Laurel Stakes 
feature the racing of October 11, and on the fol- 
lowing Monday comes the inaugural running of 
Laurel Park’s new stakes event for fillies and 
mares, the Queen Isabella, which will be run on 
Columbus Day each year except when this falls, 
as it does in 1941, on Sunday. The Isabella 
closed October 1 with 17 nominations, including 
Rosetown, Shine O’Night, Dark Discovery, Fairy 
Chant, Misty Isle, Cis Marion, and others, and a 
gocd race is indicated. 


Omission Wins Capital Handicap 


Laurel Park officials were a pleased group on 
opening day at that course, Wednesday, October 
1. Not only did 12,000 race-goers converge on the 
old course, located about half-way between Wash- 
ington and Baltimore, but there were several last- 
minute surprise entries in the Capital Handicap 
($7,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs). 
From New York came Victor Emanuel’s Omission 
(3, 113), Joseph E. Widener’s crack filly Misty 
Isle (3, 116), Arnold Hanger’s Harvard Square 
(3, 118), and H. L. Myer’s top sprinter Sheriff 
Culkin (3, 111). Mort Stuart shipped Watch 
Over (115) down from New England. From good 
performers already racing in Maryland came 
G. C. Greer’s Cape Cod (3, 113), Howard Bruce’s 
Jay Jay (116), winner of the 1936 and 1940 re- 
newals, and Tali Trees Stable’s My Bill (3, 114), 
and there were others such as Brandywine 
Stable’s Madigama (3, 115), G. R. Watkin’s Clyde 
Tolson (115), and Mrs. C. E. Nelson’s Sassy Lady 
(10512). It shaped up to be a close race, and the 
crowd figured that seven of the starters had a 
strong chance, with the entry of Harvard Square 
and Watch Over, trained by Max Hirsch, rated 
slightly the best. The crowd was right on one 
point—it was a close race. 

At tne break about six horses endeavored to get 
out on top, the decision finally going to Cape Cod, 
with Watch Over, Sassy Lady, and Sheriff Culkin 
trailing in that order. W. E. Snyder kept the son 
of Bostonian on the front end down the back 
stretch, around the turn, and into the straight- 
away, never holding a lead of more than a half- 
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length. At the head of the stretch Watch Over 
was second, a half-length behind Cape Cod, with 
the extreme outsider, Sassy Lady, running third. 
At the eighth-pole Cape Cod was still in front, 
Watch Over had quit and drifted back, Sassy 
Lady was second and Omission and Clyde Tolson 
were coming fast. Henry Mora sent Omission 
through on the inside, with Clyde Tolson along- 
side him. Omission swerved in the final sixteenth, 
bumped Clyde Tolson, but did not bother Cape 
Cod. At the finish it was Omission by a nose, 
Clyde Tolson second by a head, and Cape Cod 
third, four lengths ahead of a fast-closing Misty 
Isle. Henry Mora, Clyde Tolson’s jockey, was not 
allowed his foul claim. In order followed Sassy 
Lady, Jay Jay, Harvard Square, Watch Over, 
Sheriff Culkin, Madigama, and My Bill. Time, 
12245, :4635, 1:12, track fast.

Colchis' Third Stakes 


That Robert Sterling Clark had a very fast 2- 
year-old colt in his barn was a well rumored fact 
around Maryland before Colchis made his initial 
appearance. Colchis’ early races found him off 
slowly and a brilliant burst of speed in the final 
eighth was always good for either a first or a 
second. After winning the Ral Parr Stakes at 
Pimlico, Colchis started coughing and was laid 
up through the Belmont Park spring meeting, and 
it was not until the Empire City meeting in the 
middle of July that the *Happy Argo colt started 
again. In six starts in New York he won only 
once, an allowance affair at Saratoga in which he 
beat nothing of much class. When the racing 
season was resumed in Maryland the colt showed 
his early spring form in a dead-heat with Alsab 
in the Eastern Shore Handicap. Three weeks 
later he started again, this time in the Richard 
Johnson Stakes ($5,000 added, 2-year-olds, six 
furlongs) at Laurel Park on Saturday, October 4. 
Opposing him were nine second-flight 2-year-olds, 
of which none had won stakes races except Joseph 
Dobbs’ Chuckle (112), winner of the Salem Stakes 
at Rockingham Park. Two days before the Rich- 
ard Johnson Stakes was run Mrs. Anderson Fow]l- 
er’s Hackle (112) had won a smart race at Bel- 
mont Park, and with this as a recommendation he 
was sent to Laurel Park for the race. The 18,000 
shirt-sleeved race-goers figured that the race 
would be among these three colts and they were 
right. Jockey Maurice Peters tried to get Colchis 
(119) away on top but Hackle’s early run was 
too fast and the latter went out on top by a length 
after a quarter of a mile. Colchis was second and 
Chuckle third, with Foxcatcher Farm’s Baby 
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Saturday, October 11, 1941 


Dumpling (112) lapped on the latter. They held 
these positions down the back stretch and around 
the turn. On entering the stretch Colchis was 
placed under a hard drive and started wearing 
down the leader, with the rest of the field already 
out of the running. At the eighth-pole Hackle 
had only a head advantage. The pace was too 
much for the Flying Heels gelding. Toward the 
finish he began to hang and Colchis went on to 
win by a length. A length and a half behind 
Hackle came Chuckle, a length ahead of Circle M 
Ranch’s Sir War (116). In order followed Equipet

Red Dock's Autumn Handicap 


In the latter part of July the racing stable of 
Wexler and Shagrin acquired from Greentree 
Stable the 4-year-old gelding Red Dock, which 
had been chasing stakes horses on the eastern 
tracks without much success. Under his new 
ownership, Red Dock was shipped to Detroit and 
Thistle Down, where his successes mounted up to 
five wins in nine starts, plus a second and a third. 
On September 13 he stepped back into stakes 
class, was made favorite, but finished fourth to 
Shot Put in the Hawthorne Handicap. He re- 
turned to Thistle Down where he won another 
race and was back again at Hawthorne three 
weeks later for a crack at the Hawthorne Autumn 
Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 146 
miles) on Saturday, October 4, in which he car- 
ried top weight of 120 pounds. Seven others op- 
posed Red Dock, including the greatly improved 
former claimer Sir Kid (3, 110) from Lexbrook 
Stable; the Kirby Ramsey-trained duo of Arcturus 
Stable’s Pink Gal (114) and Miles and Ramsey’s 
veteran Mucho Gusto (108). Favored was Sir 
Kid which had won four straight before finishing 
second earlier in the week. At the start Carlos 
Mojenas tried to send Red Dock to the front but 
Mucho Gusto, finding the muddy track to his lik- 
ing, outran him to the first turn. Sir Kid was 
racing alongside of Red Dock with Miss Ruth 
Sidell’s Displayer (108) a length to the rear in 
fourth place. Red Dock stayed in third place 
around the first turn and down the back stretch 
about a half-length behind Sir Kid, which was 
trailing Mucho Gusto a length. On approaching 
the far turn Jockey Mojenas shook the Peace 
Chance gelding up a bit and he went to the front 
with Displayer moving into second place and 
Sir Kid running third, just outside of Mucho 
Gusto. On the turn into the stretch Mucho Gusto 
went wide and took Sir Kid with him; both were 
tired horses and they did not again figure in the 
race. Red Dock’s three-length lead on entering 
the stretch was being pared down by Displayer 
in the last eighth, but at the finish he was still 
in front by a length and a half. Displayer was 
second, seven lengths ahead of B. Endovina’s 
Vinum (106), which had come from last place 
at the head of the stretch to finish third.

Woodbine Park, Long Branch 


ITH the seven-day Woodbine Park autumn 

meeting completed on Wednesday, October 
1, the Canadian racing scene switched to another 
Toronto track, Long Branch. The latter meeting 
opened Saturday, October 4, and runs through 
Saturday, October 11, with the year’s final On- 
tario meeting, at Dufferin Park, beginning the 
following Monday, October 13, and running for 
another week. Woodbine Park was plagued with 
cold, rainy weather during most of its meeting. 
The closing-day program at Woodbine originally 
included three stakes, the Breeders’ Stakes, Hen- 
drie Steeplechase Handicap, and Ontario Jockey 
Club Handicap. Apparently the latter failed to 
fill and it was dropped. Riverdale Stable’s At- 
trisius took the Breeders’ Stakes, G. F. Perry’s 
Dalamac won the steeplechase. 

Long Branch featured the $3,000 added Canad- 
ian Championship on opening day. W. F. Mor- 
rissey’s Canadian favorite Bunty Lawless stepped 
out of retirement to win the winner’s purse and 
an additional $1,500 for having won the stakes 
previously. The mid-week feature is the Dowry 
Stakes, a $2,000 added affair for fillies and 
mares. This is a well named race, for the owner 
of the sire of the first live foal out of the winner 
receives $250; out of the second, $150; and out 
of the mare finishing third, $100. The richest 
race of the meeting is Mrs. Orpen’s Cup and 
Saucer, which is expected to net $9,000 to the 
winner. Harry Giddings’ crack Ten to Ace is ex- 
pected to be among the starters in this race on 
closing day. 


Silvo's Autumn Handicap 


Five horses faced the barrier in the thirty-sixth 
running of the Autumn Handicap ($1,200 added, 
3-year-olds and up, 14, miles) Saturday, Sep- 
tember 27, with H. C. Hatch’s *Filisteo slightly 
favored. What the field lacked in quantity it made 
up for in quality with such top horses as W. C. 
Morris’ Jubilargo (109), J. G. Fair’s McMark 
(105), W. F. Morrissey’s Bunty Lawless (118), 
and J. E. F. Seagram’s Silvos (116) among the 
starters. Jubilargo was sent into a slight lead on 
the rail going to the first turn, was then taken in 
hand, allowing McMark to go to the front at the 
half-mile pole.

The longest race of the Woodbine Park meeting 
was won by H. C. Hatch’s stretch-running Curwen

foaled in Canada, 134 miles) on Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 30. The stakes, run over a slow track and in 
a steady drizzle, was completed in the very slow 
time of 3:10. Apparently none of the jockeys 
wanted to go to the front, hence the slow pace. 
M. J. Sansone’s Frobisher (110) took the lead at 
the start, about a length in front of Mrs. J. Ayers’

Dalamac's Hendrie ‘Chase 


Dalamac ended her string of three consecutive 
seconds in stakes races in Canada by making her 
fourth start of the year a winning one, in the 
Hendrie Steeplechase Handicap ($1,000 added, 
4-year-olds and up, three miles) at Woodbine 
Park, October 1. In her previous outing G. F. 
Perry’s 7-year-old daughter of Frisius finished 
second to her stablemate, Wilfred G., in the Wood- 
bine Autumn Steeplechase Handicap. In the 
Hendrie she was also coupled with Wilfrid G. 
(158) and the closing day crowd at Woodbine 
Park made the entry an odds-on favorite. With 
J. McCulloch in the saddle, Dalamac (154) got 
away in front as usual. She stayed there, jump- 
ing well, and setting a good pace. L. McCarthy’s 
York Miller (139) made a challenge at the 
fourteenth fence, but fell back when he bobbled 
the last jump. C. D. Pierce’s 1 rantz Wilhelm 
(142) went to the leader in the run through the 
flat to the finish but was unable to get closer than 
alength. York Miller trailed Frantz Wilhelm by 
two lengths across the finish line, followed by 
Wilfrid G. Queen’s Color (132), the only other 
starter, was disqualified for running out at the 
sixth fence. Time, 6:111!;, track good. Stakes 
division, $700, $200, $100, $50.

Dalamac also finished second in the Fraser 
Memorial, Woodbine, and Woodbine Autumn 
Steeplechase Handicaps this year. She did not 
face in 1940 and in five seasons (she began 


steeplechasing in 1939) has started 79 times, won 
1) races, has finished second 14 times, third eight 
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times, and has earned $10,740. Martha Roos won 
13 races at two and three. She also produced the 
winners Lady Friend and Dist Gal. Maud Bacon 
won 16 races and also produced the winners Seth’s 
Bacon (25 wins including American Theatre 
Stakes), Senator Seth (33 wins), Thomas Seth 
(22 wins), Adelaide N. (12 wins). Oviedo also 
produced the winners Edna Liska and Donna- 
video. 


Attrisius Wins Breeders’ Stakes 


The closing feature of Woodbine Park’s Autumn 
meeting, the fifty-first running of the Breeders’ 
Stakes ($4,000 added, 3-year-olds, foaled in Can- 
ada, 114g miles) on Wednesday, October 1, drew 
seven starters, including Warrigan (127), Park- 
wood Stable’s *Osiris II gelding which has been 
discouraging opposition, and Charles Hemstead’s 
Passa Grille (114), winner of the Maple Leaf 
Stakes in practically a canter. Warrigan was 
made favorite at 95 to 100. Passa Grille and her 
stablemate Lady Wales (112) were second choice 
at 175 to 100. J. N. Potts’ Wilkie (117) took an 
early lead, with Lady Wales pushing the Brooms 
colt closely. Warrigan had stumbled slightly at 
the start but by the time the field hit the back 
stretch he was back in the running and moving 
on the leaders. Going down the backstretch War- 
rigan continued to improve his position and mo- 
mentarily showed in front, with Wilkie a head 
farther back and Passa Grille about to take third 
place. Warrigan tired under his top weight and 
Passa Grille took the lead in the upper stretch. At 
the eighth-pole the daughter of *North Wales II 
led by a length and a half, with Warrigan, Wil- 
kie, Top Boots (115), and Attrisius (112), lapped 
on one another. The, latter two were closing fast 
and Warrigan and Wilkie were dropping out of it. 
Passa Grille faltered in the last sixteenth and 
Jockey Henry Palaez drove Attrisius, Riverdale 
Stable’s filly, to the front and won going away 
by a length. Mrs. H. A. Tomlin’s Top Boots was 
a neck in front of Passa Grille, with the beaten 
favorite a tired fourth, two and a half lengths 
farther back. In order came Wilkie, Model C. 
(115), and Lady Wales. The winner, third choice, 
paid $13.60 for $2. Time, :24, :4935, 1:15, 1:423s, 
1:4945, track good. Stakes division, $3,365, $600, 
$300, $100.

Attrisius’ only previous placing in a_ stakes 
race was a third in the King’s Plate at Woodbine 
Park in the spring. In two seasons of campaign- 
ing she has started 20 times, won four races, 
finished second three times, third twice, and has 
earned $6,430. Attack won the Connaught Cup, 
Statler Hotel Handicap, William Hendrie Me- 
morial Handicap (twice), and was second in the 
Canadian Derby. She is also the dam of the win- 
ner No Retreat and one other foal old enough to 
race. Gallant Foe won at three and was then 
purchased by Mr. Heffering. She produced only 
two foals and then died. Watermelon won and 
also produced the winners Slice, Juicy, Delectable 
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(also producer), Coronel (Country Club Grand 
Annual Steeplechase). The next dam, Belle of 
Ashland, was half-sister to the stakes winner and 
sire The Manager and the stakes winners and 
producers America and Lady Anne. 


Bunty Lawless Comes Back 


W. F. Morrissey’s home-bred Bunty Lawless, 
one of Canada’s most popular horses in recent 
years, stepped out of retirement to win the fourth 
running of the Canadian Championship ($3,000 
added, all ages, 114g miles) at Long Branch Octo- 
ber 4. The 6-year-old son of Ladder had won the 
inaugural running of the stakes in 1938 and there- 
fore picked up an additional $1,500 besides his 
winning share of the purse. Bunty Lawless had 
been out of racing from September, 1940, until he 
made two unsuccessful starts just prior to the 
Championship. 

The Canadian Championship race was a battle 
of youth vs. age. Opposing Bunty Lawless (121) 
was Conn Smythe’s 2-year-old filly Air Sure 
(104), which had won eight of her 11 starts. The 
youngster wes favorite over the field which also 
included Parkwood Stable’s Warrigan (3, 113), 
J. G. Fair’s MeMark (121), J. E. F. Seagram's 
Silvos (121), H. C. Hatch’s Castigada (123), and 
J. B. Miller’s Bally Boy (121). At the start 
Jockey Tommy Aimers rushed Bunty Lawless to 
the front along with Warrigan. Bunty Lawless 
took a slight lead on the inside, about a neck in 
front of Warrigan. Bunty Lawless and Warrigan 
raced close together for six furlongs, before War- 
1igan tired end dropped back. On entering the 
stretch Silvos and Air Sure moved to the leader. 
At the eighth-pole Silvos trailed Bunty Lawless by 
a length and a half with Air Sure at the Sea- 
gram’s colt’s throatlatch. The daughter of Ariel 
passed Silvos and went after Bunty Lawless. At 
the finish she had made up a length on the leader 
and was beaten a half-length. Third, two and a 
half lengths behind Air Sure came Silvos. In 
order followed McMark, Castigada, Warrigan, and 
Bally Boy. Time, :23%5, :48, 1:14, 1:4235, 1:49!;, 
track muddy.

Bunty Lawless is from the only crop of foals by 
Ladder, which died, together with most of the 
mares in foal to him, in an incendiary fire at 
Thorncliffe Park in December, 1934. Only three 
foals by Ladder were born; Bunty Lawless is the 
only winner. As a 2-year-old he won the Claren- 
don Plate anu finished second in the Coronation 
Stakes. At three he won the Hare Memorial 
Handicap, King’s Plate, Canadian Championship, 
and was second in the Breeders’ Stakes. The fol- 
lowing year he won the McIntyre and Loudon 
Memorial Handicap, and was second in the Wil- 
liam Hendrie Memorial Handicap and Orpen Me- 
morial Handicap. He failed to win a stakes in 
1940; an injury prevented him from racing in the 
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fall, when many of Canada’s more important 
fixtures were contested. He has started 54 times, 
won 18 races, finished second 15 times, third 
twice, and has earned $33,269. Mintwina, a win. 
ner at two, is also the dam of Willie the Kid, win- 
ner of the 1940 King’s Plate at Woodbine Park, 
and Gas House, winner at three and four, 1940, 
Edwina won 18 races and $27,680, including Lyn. 
brook, Nassau, Stony Brook, Gowanus Stakes, 
San Diego Business Men's Handicap, and also pro- 
duced the winners Sun Edwin (16 wins and $69,485 
and sire), Sun Shadow, Dark Edwina (also pro- 
ducer), Sun Celtic (Adirondack Handicap and 
producer), Sunwina (dam of seven winners, in- 
cluding the stakes winners Herowin and Dark 
Winter), Beauedwina, and Sun Edna (dam of 
Grey Wolf, winner Interborough Handicap). Ed- 
wina was sister to Celiva, dam of the winners 
Cambal (Remsen Handicap), Little Blaze, and 
Celtic II. Lady Godiva won and also produced 
the winners Primus, Celtiva (also dam of Celeri- 
tas, winner Fraser Memorial, Woodbine Steeple- 
chases), Tom Hancock, Heine, and Mino and the 
producers Alderman’s Daughter and Coventry 
Girl.

Washington Park Statistics 


The 1941 Washington Park meeting continued 
along a rather even keel as compared with 1940's 
meeting. The betting was up 5 per cent (not 
including the daily double) and the daily average 
distribution was up 6 per cent. During its recent 
32-day summer meeting, Washington Park dis- 
tributed a total of $444,125 for a daily average of 
$13,878. In 1940 $408,480 was distributed to 
horsemen for a daily average of $13,177 for the 
31-day meeting. One victory, Whirlaway’s Amer- 
ican Derby win, placed Calumet Farm at the top 
of the list of leading money winning owners with 
$44,975. Second was Mrs. Albert Sabath with 
$39,085, all earned by her 2-year-old colt, Alsab. 
Circle M Ranch was third with $25,500, all earned 
by Big Pebble in the Washington Park Handicap. 
Dave Womeldorff was the leading trainer at the 
meeting with 12 wins to his credit. P. Reuter 
was second with 10 wins, and Hirsch Jacobs and 
C. Porter tied with nine each. B. Cruickshank 
rode 25 winners to lead the jockeys. J. Richards 
was second with 23, two more than E. Wielander 
rode.

Yearlings by Imported Sires 


In the September sales at Newmarket, England, 
the general run of prices was low, owing to re- 
stricted wartime racing conditions, but the top 
prices reached substantial figures. The highest 
price of the sale was 870 guineas (about $3,675), 
paid by T. Lant for a bay colt by *Easton (now 
at F. W. Armstrong’s Meadowview Farms in New 
Jersey) out of Futurity, by Blandford. The next 
highest prices, 850 guineas and 700 guineas, were 
for colts by Caerleon and Felicitation, and next 
in order, at 610 guineas, was a chestnut colt by 
*Mahmoud (now at the C. V. Whitney farm, Lex- 
ington) out of Flounder, by Buchan. Both the 
*Easton and *Mahmoud colts were in the Work- 
sop Manor Stud consignment. A colt by *Mah- 


moud—Bread Winner brought 220 guineas and 4 
filly by *Rhodes Scholar (now at Claiborne Stud, 
Paris, Ky.) out of Carouse went for 250 guineas.

*Hypnotist at Claiborne 


* YPNOTIST, one of the best of the horses 
bred in England by The Jockey Club’s Chair- 
man William Woodward, will begin stud service at 
Arthur B. Hancock's Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky., in 
1942, where Mr. Woodward maintains most of his 
breeding stock. At Claiborne he will stand along 
with 13 other stallions—one of the most remark- 
able concentrations in the history of Thoroughbred 
breeding—of which Gallant Fox, *Boswell, Johns- 
town, Fighting Fox, and *Isolater are the sole 
property of Mr. Woodward, in addition to Omaha, 
owned by Mr. Woodward and leased to Claiborne. 
Another of the Woodward stallions now at Clai- 
borne, the Ascot Gold Cup winner Flares, will be 
moved this week from Claiborne to Mr. Han- 
cock’s Ellerslie Stud, Charlottesville, Va., to take 
the place of *Foray II, which died last spring. 

*Hypnotist is the fourth foal of the Schuyler- 
ville Stakes and Babylon Handicap winner Flying 
Gal, which was sent to England in 1931 carrying 
her first foal, the non-starter *Jenny Lee, by Gen- 
eral Lee. Her three subsequent foals in England 
were all stakes winners. *Boswell, by Bosworth, 
won the Hurst Two-Year-Old Stakes at two, the 
St. Leger at three, and the Eclipse Stakes at four, 
and entered the stud at Claiborne in 1939 at the 
age of six. Gainly, a filly by Gainsborough, won 
the Doncaster Produce Stakes at two and the 
Park Hill Stakes at three. *Hypnotist, in his 
only start at two in 1938, was second in the Cri- 
terion Stakes. At three he made five starts, win- 
ning the Derby Trial Sweepstakes and King Ed- 
ward VII Stakes and finishing second in the Great 
Yorkshire Stakes, in which he conceded 24 pounds 
to the winner, Aethon. He was brought to the 
United States in the summer of 1940 but made 
only one start in this country, in 1941. 

*Hypnotist is by Hyperion, one of the most suc- 
cessful sires in the long history of English breed- 
ing. Flying Gal, his dam, a stakes winner and 
top producer herself, is by *Sir Gallahad III out 
of *Filante, dam of seven stakes winners begin- 
ning with Gaffsman, foaled in 1923, and ending 
with Fenelon, foaled in 1937 when she was 21 
years old. 


Bostonian Moved 


The 17-year-old stallion Bostonian, which has 
been standing at Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm 
since he was purchased from Alex B. Gordon in 
1936, will make the 1942 season in charge of Ira 
Drymon, who has the Gallaher Farm, just outside 
Lexington, under lease. Ownership remains 
vested in Calumet. 

Bostonian, which has sired such stakes winners 
as Maedic, Fiji, Commonwealth, and others, is 
represented this year by 30 winners, including 
the stakes winners Harvard Square, Cape Cod, 
and Boston Man. No announcement of his fee 
has been made as yet; last year he stood for $300 
with return for one year. 


Olney at Walmac Farm 


A few years ago R. W. Mcllvain, Chicago oil 
man and polo enthusiast, purchased a farm in the 
rich “horse country” on the Paris Pike near Lex- 
ington, named it Walmac Farm (for himself), 
made it one of the handsomest and best equipped 
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Thoroughbred nurseries in the State. He began 
to breed horses on a small scale, raced a few, got 
his biggest thrill out of the performances of Olney, 
one of the first horses he bred, a brown colt by 
Burgoo King out of Bottle Green, by *Chicle. 
Olney won the Ravisloe Stakes at Washington 
Park as a 2-year-old. At three he won the Narra- 
gansett Handicap and was disqualified after fin- 
ishing first in the King Philip Handicap. In 16 
starts in the two seasons he won six races, was 
twice second, twice third. But training difficulties 
interrupted his career, and he did not start later. 

Last week Mr. MclIlvain announced that Olney 
would enter the stud at Walmac Farm in 1941, 
that his fee would be $250 for a live foal. Be- 
cause Mr. Mcllvain is so high on the horse— 
“he’s a perfect individual and comes from a great 
family’’—he is going to breed at least half of his 
own mares to him, “all of them that can be bred 
to him.” 

Olney is a half-brother to the stakes winner 
Bar Fly. His dam, Bottle Green, is by *Chicle 
out of Burgee, by Pennant out of the good pro- 
ducer *Afternoon, dam of The Nut, Today, etc. 
The next dam, Matinee, was a sister to Whisk 
Broom II. 


Eight Thirty's Fee 


After his victory in the Metropolitan Handicap 
last spring, George D. Widener's Eight Thirty 
showed up with a filled ankle and later, when the 
injury had failed to respond to treatment, it was 
announced that he would not be raced again but 
would be retired to the stud in 1942. Arriving in 
Lexington last week, Mr. Widener announced that 
Eight Thirty’s fee for his first stud season wou'd 
be $1,000 with return privilege, that his book was 
already full. His book was to be umited to 25 
mares, and 12 outside seasons had been sub- 
scribed. The horse will be shipped to Mr. Wide- 
ner’s Old Kenney Farm about the middle of 
November. 

The 5-year-old son of Pilate—-Dinner Time, by 
High Time, was a top-class performer in each of 
the four seasons he raced. His total record is 27 
starts, 16 wins, three seconds, five thirds, three 
times unplaced, and $155,475 earned.

Fat Catalogue 


ORSEMEN from the various racing and 

breeding centers of the nation were arriving 
in Lexington early this week for the Keeneland 
meeting which opened October 7 and for the an- 
nual sale of Thoroughbreds to be held by the 
Fasig-Tipton Company in the Lexington Sales 
Paddock October 13 through 17. They brought 
along well thumbed copies of the whoppingest 
catalogue they had ever seen. It was nearly an 
inch and a quarter thick. The hip number of the 
last horse in the book was 682. 

These 682 Thoroughbreds were to be offered for 
sale in nine sessions, mornings and evenings, ex- 
cept Friday morning, October 17—-an average of 
77 horses per session. The mornings were to be 
given over principally to breeding stock, the 
evenings to yearlings, with the addition of a 
number of horses in training on the last two 
evenings, Thursday and Friday. 

The largest consignor was Henry Knight’s 
Almahurst Farm, Jessamine County, Kentucky, 
which catalogued 51 head—35 mares, 11 year- 
lings, five weanlings. Second largest consign- 
ment is that of the estate of Mrs. Aurora S. 
Regan, dispersing this successful stud which in 
recent years has been located near Gallatin, 
Tenn. There are 27 mares, 11 weanlings, and 
seven yearlings. Another dispersal is that of the 
estate cf Jesse Spencer, who bred a few horses at 
his farm near Lexington. 

Among the more important yearling consign- 
ments is the 22 head of Thomas Piatt, who sud- 
denly withdrew most of them from the Saratoga 
sales when the opening prices went far below his 
expectancy. Among them is a half-brother to 
Alsab, which has now become the outstanding 2- 
year-old of the season, and one of the best in 
history. C. V. Whitney is offering nine yearlings, 
along with ten mares, instead of sending them 
to the Maryland Fall Sales, as has been his re- 
cent practice. 

One of the smaller dispersals included in the 
catalogue is that of Martin Madden, who has 
been breeding on a small scale at his Somerset 
Farm near Charlottesville, Va. His offering in- 
cludes six mares, five weanlings and one stallion, 
Pharaboy, the only stallion in the catalogue. 


Hitchcock Dispersal 


The Thoroughbreds cwned by the late Thomas 
Hitchcock will be dispersed November 10 in a 
paddock sale at Pimlico, the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association has announced. There are 
19 horses in the steeplechasing stable, including 
five yearlings, five 2-year-olds, four 3-year-olds, 
two 4-year-olds, and three older horses. All have 
been schooled for jumping, even the yearlings, 
though these have not been ridden over jumps 
yet. They will be offered as potential flat racers 
also, though they have not been tried yet for 
speed. Chance Play, Neddie, Good Advice, *Gino, 
and *Kiev have one yearling each. The 2-year- 
olds are close to racing, and it had been planned 
to start some of them this fall in Maryland. The 
3-year-olds include Bath, winner of the Harbor 
Hill Steeplechase Handicap this summer, and also 
Elkridge and Redlands, the latter a son of Le- 
gume which was a good second to Bay Dean in 
the North American Steeplechase Handicap this 
year. The older horses are experienced jumpers. 
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The horses are being kept in light training, and 
after October 25 they will be offered for inspec- 
tion at the Timonium Fair Grounds, just outside 
Baltimore. Catalogues are being prepared and 
will be ready for distribution soon. 


Hendrie Yearlings 


A full sister to the recent stakes winner Passa 
Grille brought the top price of $1,175 at an auc- 
tion of six Canadian-bred yearlings, the property 
of George M. Hendrie of Hamilton, Ontario, in 
the Woodbine Park paddock on September 27, 
Charles Hemstead, who recently won the Maple 
Leaf Stakes at Woodbine Park with Passa Grille, 
prvrehased her yearling sister and two other 
yearlings.

Pomona Third 


There are five major race tracks in California, 
not counting Golden Gate. But one of the ‘“‘minor” 
tracks rose to the status of third in the State as 
far as betting is concerned, when the Los Ange- 
les County Fair (Pomona) reported a daily aver- 
age pari-mutuel turnover of $248,561 for a 14- 
day meeting. This passed Del Mar’s average by 
a few thousands, and is well ahead of the average 
at Bay Meadows and Tanforan. Pomona is a 


half-mile track, draws cheap horses, pays small 
purses. 
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American Blood Wins for Americans 


HE Associated Press on September 21 carried 

a story to the effect that Bing Crosby that day 
had watched Blackie, “ace of his Binglin Stock 
Farm string in Argentina,” win the classic Se- 
leccion at Palermo, the Buenos Aires track. 
Blackie, a 9-to-10 favorite, came from behind to 
win by a length from La Cave, with Scabieuse 
third, running the 2,200 meters (about 1%, miles) 
in 2:19!;. It was the second successive important 
victory for Blackie, and she earned a prize of 
30,000 pesos (about $7,100). Thus the Crosby va- 
cation became an unqualified success. 

But Blackie had aiready proved herself a grand 
racer. In her first four starts she had won three 
important races, the Premio 25 de Mayo, Premio 
Gial. Luis Maria Campos, and La Polla de Po- 
trancas (One Thousand Guineas equivalent). She 
was the thiid daughter of Congreve to win the 
Polla de Potrancas in the last three years. 

Blackie was not nominated for the Premio 
Carlos Pellegrini, another of the outstanding 
races of the Argentine Turf, but was to run in 
the rich Gran Premio Nacional in mid-October. 
After this, according to South American publica- 
tions, it was likely that she would be sent to 
Califc:nia te be prepared for the Santa Anita 
Handicap to be run next March. Her owners, 
Lindsay C. Howard and Bing Crosby, appeared 
to have settled on this course. If Blackie runs 
in the Santa Anita Handicap she may go against 
one of Congreve’s best sons, *Kayak II, owned 
by Charles S. Howard, father of Lin Howard, one 
of the co-owners of Blackie. *Kayak II is now 
at Tanforan, getting ready for his comeback. His 
bad leg, Mr. Howard reports, “looks as good as 
the cther one.” 

Blackie is a bay filly, foaled September 4, 1938, 
bred in Argentina by Eduardo Gregorini and Jose 
N. Vayo. She is by the inevitable Congreve, 
which is possibly the greatest sire in the history 
of the South American Turf, and is out of Black 
Arrow, by Silurian (by Swynford) out of Magia, 
by Lord Basil out of Mandarine, by Pom, fourth 
dam the Kentucky-bred Meridian, by Ben Brush 
out of Noonday, by Domino. The dam, Black Ar- 
row, foaled in 1931, was the outstanding filly of 
her year in Argentina, winning eight races in 
1934, and topping all other horses in point of 
earnings that year except Silfo and Cute Eyes, 
both of which were also descended from mares 
bred in the United States. 

Black Arrow’s dam, Magia, a winner, was by 
the imported English horse Lord Basil out of the 
winner Mandarine (first called Maxima), the first 
foal of Meridian, which was bred at Castleton in 
1909 and sent to Argentina in 1910. Meridian, 
which was sent to Chile in 1928 but never pro- 
duced a foal there, was also dam of the winners 
Mulato and Montenegro, the latter a stakes win- 
ner. 

With Noonday, the dam of Meridian, the pedi- 
gree ties in a branch of the No. 1 family famous 
in America and England. Noonday won the 
Belles Stakes in America and was also a winner in 
England, and she produced five stakes winners, 
including the sires High Time, High Noon, and 
Vandergrift. She was a half-sister to *Peep o’ 
Day and to Nightfall, dam of Campfire and Thun- 
derstorm, and from here back the family con- 
tinues to widen out with an ever-growing list of 
high-class racers.

Congreve, sire of Blackie, is a grandson of 
Tracery, which was foaled at the late August Bel- 
mont’s Nursery Stud, two or three miles from 
Castleton, where Meridian was foaled—and in the 
same year, 1909.

Sure Off, 5-year-old son of *Swift and Sure 
Time Off, by Man o’ War, was sold last week by 
Rold Brothers to the U. S. Remount Service. 

The 40-day Thistle Down meeting had a daily 
betting average cf $102,315, a new record at 
Cleveland since pari-mutuel betting was legalized 
in Ohio. 

Jockey Johnny Longden and Miss Hazel Tarn, 
daughter of the western Canadian horseman A. G. 
Tarn, were married September 25 at Salt Lake 
City, Utah. 

Fort Churchill, Washington’s leading sire, now 
dead, had five sons and daughters entered in an 
eight-horse race at Playfair Park, Spokane, Wash. 
They finished one, two, three, four, five. 

George D. Widener’s Your Chance, winner of 
the Suburban Handicap last spring, has been 
gelded, Trainer Bert Mulholland reports, and is 
retired for the rest of the season. 

George W. Schilling, director of racing at 
Lower California’s Caliente, has received a well 
deserved honor. He has been made a member of 
the Showman’s League of America. 

Trainer William G. Douglas, who has been ex- 
tremely successful with the comparatively new 
stable of Allen T. Simmons, has resigned his posi- 
tion, and Jake Angner has been engaged to re- 
place him. The Simmons horses are at Keeneland. 

Frank Risk, of San Antonio, Texas, died of 
heart trouble at the Berwyn Hospital at Stickney, 
Ill., Wednesday, October 1. He was well known 
throughout the Mid-West as an owner and trainer 
for many years. At the time of his death he had 
a string of horses at Hawthorne. He is survived 
by his widow. 

It was announced at Rockingham Park last 
week that the connection of Trainer Dave Womel- 
dorff with the stable of Mrs. Emil Denemark had 
been severed. His successor has not yet been 
announced. Womeldorff was the leading trainer 
of 1940, in number of races won, and interrupted 
the seven-year rule of Hirsch Jacobs. 

Charles S. Howard’s Chiquita Mia and Trainer 
Tom Smith left Tanforan October 1 for Pimlico 
for just one engagement, the Pimlico Futurity. 
Claimed by her trainer to be the best filly he has 
ever seen, Chiquita Mia won the first division of 
the Santa Barbara Stakes at Santa Anita Park, 
the Aberdeen Stakes at Havre de Grace, and the 
Hotel Del Mar Stakes and Cabrillo Handicap at 
Del Mar. 

Mrs. Frances Stewart Fairbairn, wife of Robert 
A. Fairbairn, died Wednesday night, October 1, 
at her home in Westfield, N. J. Mr. Fairbairn is 
a member of The Jockey Club and maintains 
Fairholme Stud in Clark County, Kentucky. Mrs. 
Fairbairn is also survived by a daughter, Mrs. 
Natalie Fairbairn Derry, a sister Mrs. Adam E. 
Keller, both of Westfield, and a brother, Charles 
K. Stewart, of New York.

The In-and-Out Division 


ONDON, Sept. 1 (By Air Mail).—‘It’s the 

jockeys. None of ’em has more than one day’s 
race-riding in a week. Half of ’em are soldiering 
and don’t get even morning exercise to keep ’em 
in shape. They’re out of practice, and have lost 
any skill or judgment that they may have pos- 
sessed.” 

Such was the latest and one of the most plaus- 
ible explanations advanced for the weird and won- 
derful discrepancies in the recent form of our 
“classic”’ 3-year-olds. Other theories are that the 
war-time rations are of poor quality and insuffi- 
cient in quantity; that trainers are too busy with 
their farming and Home Guard duties to attend 
to their horses; that the weather has been just 
too awful—. And the argument has just flopped 
if anyone has had the sense to remark that the 
in-and-out form is not applicable to all categories, 
that the majority of animals in training, and 2- 
year-olds in particular, are running with com- 
mendable consistency. It’s just the so-called top- 
class 3-year-olds which are sending students of 
the book demented. There is, of course, an expla- 
nation—the colts are a damn bad lot. But we 
don’t care to make public confession of this fact. 

When the wayward Owen Tudor won the Derby 
way back in June, I said that he was damned by 
his erratic record. I am writing these notes five 
days before the decision of the St. Leger, and 
whatever wins this Manchester race we shall be 
able to turn to several pages of this season’s 
form book where it will be revealed that he 
“hadn't an earthly.’”’ Considering the very limited 
amount of racing that we are permitted, it is truly 
amazing how tangled the form has become. Here, 
in brief, is the record for the four days’ sport we 
have had in the past fortnight, so far as it con- 
cerns the St. Leger candidates. 

Perhaps I should preface the comments by re- 
peating the placings in the Derby, run at New- 
market on June 18. Here they are: Owen Tudor 
1, Morogoro 2, Firoze Din 3, Devonian 4, Star- 
wort 5, Royal Academy 6, Camperdown 7, Thor- 
oughfare 8, Sunny Island 9, Lambert Simnel 10, 
Chateau Larose 11. Farther behind in a field of 
20 were Mazarin, Orthodox, Sun Castle, Ptolemy, 
Valdavian, Selim Hassan, Annatom, and Fairy 
Prince, with Cuerdley last. 

At Salisbury (August 23), the Trial Stakes 
was run over the full St. Leger distance of a mile 
and six furlongs. R. C. Dawson’s colt Mazarin 
(by Mieuxce), which had run up a series of use- 
ful wins since his Derby failure, scored again, 
giving 12 pounds and an easy three lengths beat- 
ing to Lord Glanely’s Devonian (by Hyperion), 
with Miss Paget’s Bakhtawar (by Windsor Lad) 
a neck away third, Valdavian and St. Blazey be- 
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hind. On the strength of this performanc?, Maz- 
arin, quite properly, was made clear favorite for 
the St. Leger. 

Six days later in the St. Simon Stakes at New- 
bury (August 29), distance a mile and a half, 
all at level weights, we had the following result— 
Lord Portal’s Sun Castle (by Hyperion) 1, Devon- 
ian 2, Mazarin 3, Owen Tudor 4, Sunny Island 5, 
Royal Academy 6, Firoze Din last of seven. Won 
by half a length, same. Prime problem—how to 
handicap Mazarin and Devonian! 

Here’s another one. In the Yorkshire Stakes 
at Thirsk (August 23) over a mile and a half, 
James V. Rank’s Orthodox (by Hyperion) won by 
three parts of a length from Lord Rosebery’s 
Felous (by Solario), with Mrs. Arthur James’ 
Starwort (by Noble Star) a length away third, 
Turkana and Morogoro unplaced! 

These are the sort of topsy-turvy results we 
have been getting from the 3-year-olds throughout 
the year. I don’t know whether the senior Jockey 
Club handicapper, Arthur Fawcett, proposes issu- 
ing a Free Handicap of the 3-year-olds, as is cus- 
tomary, but if he attempts it he will deserve the 
D. S. O., with bar. 

The only other comment I want to make about 
the 3-year-olds this dispatch is to congratulate 
Lord Portal and Trainer Captain Boyd-Rochfort 
upon Sun Castle’s return to form. This strikingly 
handsome colt ran so well in the Guineas that we 
were more than hopeful about his Derby chance, 
but he failed lamentably in the premier classic, 
and again in a mile race shortly afterwards. It 
may be that in his case there is really good excuse 
for the lapses, and that he will yet prove himself 
to be nearly as good as he looks. Yet it wasn’t 
encouraging to see him “adorned” with blinkers 
at Newbury last week, and although he so readily 
turned the Derby tables on Owen Tudor and 
others. I thought I detected an inclination to 
shirk his task. [Sun Castle won the New St. 
Leger September 6. ] 


Big Game Has Close Call 


WO days at Newbury (August 29-30) pro- 

vided fine fare, with an aggregate of 202 run- 
ners for 12 races. Biggest thrill of the meeting 
was the finish for the Champagne Stakes, for 2- 
year-olds over six furlongs. Odds were laid on 
the King’s unbeaten colt Big Game, and the strap- 
ping son of *Bahram and Myrobella got the ver- 
dict, but only by the shortest of short heads, from 
Lord Derby’s colt Watling Street (by Fairway). 
It was a desperately near thing, and the judge’s 
decision was not in accordance with the opinion of 
most onlookers, who thought that Watling Street 
had the advantage. Both these colts are of the 
very highest class, and it is a satisfaction to me 
to see Watling Street vindicating the exalted 
opinion I formed of him on the occasion of his 
debut at Newmarket in the spring. Third in the 
Champagne Stakes, two lengths away, was Lord 
Rosebery’s most promising colt Hyperides (by 
Hyperion), and to hall-mark the form as top- 
class we had the good winners Birikan, Sweet 
Abbess colt, and Perfect Peace in the rear. 

A Maiden Plate for 2-year-olds over five fur- 
longs attracted 38 runners, and was won by 
George Lambton’s unnamed gelding by Winalot 
out of Bossover from W. Van de Stadt’s colt Fulco 
(by William of Valence) and Lord Londonderry’s 
colt by Trimdon out of Romneya. The Bossover 
gelding was making his first appearance on a race 
course, but his veteran owner-trainer was not 
entertaining an angel unawares, and despite the 
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size of the field, the winner was backed down to 
2 to 1. 

Lord Portman’s good-looking colt by Bold Arch- 
er out of Sweet Swan won the Theale Nursery, 
and the other T. Y. O. handicap, the Yattendon 
Nursery, provided F. O. Bezner’s colt Canyonero 
with an opportunity of improving on his third at 
Salisbury a week earlier. Lord Sefton’s brilliantly 
speedy filly Theia (by Hyperion) gave weight 
and a beating to 15 other 3-year-olds in the Saver- 
nake Handicap over six furlongs. Mrs. G. Peek’s 
5-year-old mare Crax, a daughter of Singapore, 
carried a feather weight to victory in the five- 
furlong handicap and L. A. Abelson’s 5-year-old 
gelding Rue de la Paix outclassed a quite useful 
field for the Apprentices Handicap over seven 
furlongs. 

In longer distance races we had big fields of 
poor quality. Fred Darling’s 4-year-old gelding 
Masindi at last did something to justify his repu- 
tation by defeating 18 rivals for the Arlington 
Handicap (112 m.), but he had his work cut out 
to account for the consistent Cholo, which was 
conceding 14 pounds. Both are geldings, and the 
first three in the Aldermanston Handicap (2 m. 
1f.) are also unsexed and none, I should say, is 
worth £150, which went to the winner. Of higher 
grade is Lord Londonderry’s 3-year-old Ruscus, a 
son of Orpen which won the John Porter Handi- 
cap over a mile and five furlongs. Ruscus also is 
a gelding. 


The New St. Leger 


ONDON, Sept. 8 (By Air Mail).—-The race 

for the New St. Leger Stakes, value £3,550 
to winner, was run over a mile and six furlongs 
of the Manchester course on Saturday, September 
6, in fine weather, good going. A great finish re- 
sulted in a merited head verdict for Lord Portal’s 
bay Sun Castle over H. E. Morriss’ bay Chateau 
Larose, with Lord Glanely’s bay filly Dancing 
Time a length away third, Mazarin fourth, and 
Bakhtawar, Orthodox, Ptolemy, Felous, Owen 
Tudor, and Firoze Din next in the order written. 
The field of 16 was completed by Royalist, Royal 
Academy, Devonian, Starwort, Lambert Simnel, 
and Ranger. The time, 3:04%5, was merely fair, 
though there is no course record for the distance 
with which to compare it. Mile-and-three-quarter 
races are something of a novelty at Manchester, 
and in order to stage the Leger there it was 
found desirable to alter the position of the start- 
ing gate and winning post in order to give the 
runners a fair stretch of some 270 yards to the 
first bend. The course itself is a good one, 
though it does not provide such a testing gallop 
as that at Doncaster, or the last mile and six 
furlongs of the Cesarewitch course. 

For reasons that I emphasized in my last dis- 
patch, no result of the St. Leger could have been 
altogether pleasing for those of us who take a 
true pride in the high quality of our stock. Vic- 
tory could not serve to promote any of the com- 
petitors into the select company of great horses, 
or even to the claim of being considered worthy 
to rank with the average standard of Leger win- 
hers. That there was none in the field of out- 
standing merit was evidenced by the fact that 
at the “off’’ bookmakers were laying 11 to 2 the 
field, at which odds Chateau Larose had the 
market call of Owen Tudor, with Mazarin third 
favorite at sevens and Sun Castle at tens. I can- 
not recall any St. Leger when the betting has 
been so open. But if the frank admission is 
made that they were a moderate lot, we can at 
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least say that the success of Sun Castle was the 
most pleasing possible result, inasmuch as we had 
less against him than any other. 


As a 2-year-old, when known as the Castle Gay 
colt, he ran only twice, unplaced the first time 
and then third to Poise and Counterscarp in a 
field of 18 for the Saxham Stakes at Newmarket 
in November. The promise shown in this race 
caused the Jockey Club handicapper to place him 
only five pounds behind the topweight Poise in 
the Free Handicap of last season’s juveniles. 
Making first appearance this term in the Two 
Thousand Guineas, Sun Castle, still decidedly 
backward, was a very good third to Lambert 
Simnel and Morogoro in a field of 19, and we 
were pretty unanimous in voting him a “good 
thing’”’ for the Derby. He next ran, and won, 
though not very convincingly, the Melbourn 
Stakes over a mile and a half at Newmarket at 
the end of May. 


In the Derby, three weeks later, he made a 
poor show, and was not in the first dozen to 
Owen Tudor. A fortnight after that, at the New- 
market ‘Ascot’? meeting, he finished last of 
seven in the mile race won by Orthodox-——and, 
well, we just said what a pity that such little 
merit could be found in so handsome a frame, 
and forgot about him. But the colt’s trainer, 
patient Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, had not lost 
faith in his charge, and he no doubt realized that 
the great obstacle to his continued progress was 
the spell of hard going that we experienced 
throughout the month of June. When the weather 
changed in July and we had different conditions 
afoot, Sun Castle started to thrive again, and he 
showed us something of his real form when win- 
ning the St. Simon Stakes at Newbury a week 
before the Leger. Even so, we were a little 
chary of trusting him for the Manchester classic, 
hence his starting price 10 to 1. He rebuked us 
for our want of faith, and ran a fine race to gain 
a well deserved award, even though the margin 
over Chateau Larose was only a head. 

If looks were everything, Sun Castle would 
rank very high indeed. He stands a full 16 hands, 
with just the right amount of substance, quality 
everywhere, and not a fault in his make-up, so 
far as I am a judge. I hold it against him that 
he wore blinkers at Newbury and again in the 
Leger—-we do not like to see our good 3-year-olds 
adorned in “the rogue’s badge,’’ and the fact that 
he carried them implies that his trainer knows, 
or fears, that the colt is not altogether genuine. 

Bred by Lady Chesterfield, who still has a 
share in the colt with Lord Portal, Sun Castle is 
by Hyperion out of Castle Gay, by Buchan out 
of Perfection, by Orby. He was ridden in the 
St. Leger by the French jockey G. Bridgland, his 
usual pilot, Pat Beasley, being unable to get leave 
from the R. A. F., in which he is now serving. 

“Manna” Morriss’ runner-up, Chateau Larose, 
is a son of the French Derby winner Chateau 
Bouscaut (by Kircubbin) out of Pasca (dam of 
the Guineas and Eclipse Stakes winner Pasch), 
by Manna out of Soubriquet, by Lemberg out of 
Silver Fowl. 

Dancing Time, whose prominent showing was 
the chief surprise of the race, is by Lord Glanely’s 
favorite Colombo, out of the Son-in-Law mare 
Show Girl. It is no doubt from the dam’s side 
that Dancing Time has inherited stamina, and 
the filly is being spoken of as a likely sort for the 
Cesarewitch, though I should think of the Leger 
fourth, Mazarin, as a more hopeful candidate for 
that handicap. It can be said for Dancing Time, 
which won the One Thousand Guineas and was 
third in the Oaks, that she has kept her form and 
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trained on much better than the Two Thousand 
Guineas winner, Lambert Simnel, or the Derby 
winner, Owen Tudor. 

The only “hard luck” story in connection with 
the St. Leger concerned Miss Dorothy Paget’s 
big and handsome colt Bakhtawar, which would 
no doubt have finished nearer the winner but for 
being balked of an opening when Harry Wragg 
wanted to make his run. Bakhtawar, a half- 
brother to *Bahram, has yet to show us the best 
that he is capable of. 


Other Manchester Races 


UPPORTING events on the Manchester pro- 

gram were not of particular interest. The 
Imperial Plate, for 3-year-olds over ten furlongs, 
of the modest value of £294, was won by John 
Dewar’s good-looking colt Reversion (by Camer- 
onian), but he had his work cut out to beat W. U. 
Goodbody’s Selim Hassan (by Hyperion) by a 
head. 

The Prince Edward Handicap, value £404, over 
two miles and three furlongs, which in normal 
times is one of the most popular distance events 
run in the North, took ten to the post. Pick of 
the very moderate lot was the French-bred 7- 
year-old gelding Valentin, a son of Massine out 
of a Hurry On mare. He made all the running 
and won by half a length from another gelding, 
the 4-year-old Verbatim (by Manna), with the 
Duke of Westminster’s 3-year-old colt Nordrizen 
(by Bosworth) a length and a half away third. 

Of the two 2-year-old races, the Palatine Nurs- 
ery (6 f.) was the more valuable. It was won 
readily by Sir Thomas Dixon’s brown filly by 
Cecil out of Ganesha, by Fairway. The Cadet’s 
Plate (5 f.) was taken by George Hartigan’s 
chestnut gelding by Stratford out of Spring 
Sown, by Ethnarch—pbreeding that ensures pace. 

A one-day fixture at Salisbury clashed with 
the Manchester meeting, and was the only other 
racing we had last week. The best-class winner 
at the West Country meeting was the Duchess 
of Norfolk’s fine 2-year-old filly Honest Penny 
(by Fair Trial). She carried top weight in the 
Bournemouth Nursery (5 f.) and made hacks of 
her ten opponents. Only the King’s Sun Chariot 
is entitled to higher marks than Honest Penny 
among the juvenile fillies, though I fear that the 
Duchess of Norfolk’s youngster will not make a 
stayer. The Duchess also won the other T. Y. O. 
race at Salisbury, the Poole Plate (6 f.), with the 
filly Cherry Wood, by Solario out of Meadow 
Rhu, by Phalaris. She won almost as easily as 
did Honest Penny, though the 18 vanquished did 
not include anything of great account. 

Mrs. Lionel Corbett’s good 5-year-old Bellman 
carried a big weight to victory over seven useful 
rivals in the Lyndhurst Handicap (112 m.), and 
mention may be made of the success of Prince 
Aly Khan’s strong-looking 3-year-old Annatom 
(by Fiterari) in a field of 10 for the Ringwood 
Plate (114 m.). 


Owen Anthony 


ONDON, September 15 (By Air Mail).—Al- 

though publication of the National Hunt fixture 
list has been delayed, we have been permitted to 
know the amount of racing that will be allowed 
during the “season” which commences November 
8. There will be racing on Saturdays only for a 
period of 20 weeks, and altogether there will be 
30 programs—weather permitting, and bearing in 
mind also that’“altered circumstances may neces- 
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sitate the abandonment of fixtures even at the 
shortest notice.’’ The tracks on which ’chasing 
will be staged are Cheltenham and Wetherby 
(eight days each), Nottingham (four days), Man. 
chester and Worcester (three days each), South- 
well and Taunton (two days each). I have no 
doubt that there will be enough enthusiasts among 
the most optimistic of all sporting companies, the 
owners of jumpers, to ensure keen competition 
for this contemplated winter program of 18 
races, but it must be confessed that the allowance 
is meagre in the extreme. 

‘Chasing has lost one of its notable figures by 
the death last week of bluff Owen Anthony, one 
of three noted brothers who have achieved fame 
as riders and trainers of jumpers. Owen, who 
was only 54 years old and looked as strong as an 
ox, caught a chill at Salisbury races a fortnight 
ago, contracted pneumonia, and died at his Want- 
age home last week. Although he never gained 
such successes as a rider as his brother Jack, nor 
equaled Ivor’s training feats, Owen Anthony was 
in the front rank in both spheres in the course of 
his career. He rode as an amateur for a number 
of seasons until increasing weight caused his re- 
tirement, and when he took up training he soon 
made a mark. He was leading N. H. trainer in 
1921, and the following year he saddled the Grand 
National winner Music Hall. He had the un- 
enviable job of taking over the great Golden Miller 
when Miss Dorothy Paget took that horse away 
from Briscoe, and proceeded to win another 
Cheltenham Gold Cup with the son of Goldcourt. 
Thrown In and Roman Hackle were other Chelten- 
ham Cup winners that Owen trained, and he had 
charge also of those versatile performers Residue, 
Clear Cash, and Solford. It is probable that the 
horses belonging to Miss Paget that Anthony was 
training will be sent to Reg. Hobbs. Some six 
months ago it was arranged for Hobbs to take ten 
or a dozen of Miss Paget’s jumpers from her 
stables in Ireland, but the ban on the entry of 
horses from overseas for events in this country 
caused the arrangement to be cancelled. 


Two Good Fillies 


E had a positive glut of racing last week, 

with two days at Newmarket (September 10 
and 11) and Saturday fixtures at Nottingham 
and Lanark (September 13). The meeting at 
headquarters was in the nature of a substitute 
Doncaster, and most races bore titles reminiscent 
of the Town Moor. Chief interest was in the 
running of the 2-year-olds, and the honors were 
taken by the fillies Sonibai and Honest Penny. 
Sonibai, a daughter of Solario and the Oaks win- 
ner Udaipur, ran for the Glasgow Stakes (6 f.), 
and the manner in which she disposed of Lord 
Glanely’s heavily backed filly Feberion (by Hy- 
perion) by a length and a half stamped her as 
being in quite the top class. Third was A. E. 
Allnatt’s colt Shahpoor (by Solario), and among 
the eight unplaced were such useful youngsters 
as Gold Nib, Kolo, and Comique. This form is 
good, and the Aga Khan has in Sonibai a filly 
which will in all probability train on into an Oaks 
winner. She looks the part, and her breeding 
could not be better. 

The Duchess of Norfolk’s filly Honest Penny 
(by Fair Trial out of Penny Rock, by Rocksav- 
age) was registering her sixth success in eight 
outings when beating Major Beatty’s filly Gloria 
Mundi (by Gold Bridge), Harry Joel's filly Farce 
(by Gay Lord), and 15 others for the Rous Stakes 
(5 f.). No more pleasing performance has beet 
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seen this season than the way in which Honest 
Penny came along on the rising ground near the 
post to overhaul Gloria Mundi and beat her a 
length and a half. Over five furlongs, I doubt if 
even Sun Chariot would beat the Duchess of Nor- 
folk’s youngster, which is as game as a pebble 
and which revels in her work. The Duchess is 
having a highly successful season with her sport- 
ing little stable at Michel Grove in Sussex, near 
by the Duke’s Arundel estate, and congratulations 
have to be extended to Trainer Bancroft for the 
able manner in which he has taken over the duties 
from Victor Gilpin, who rejoined the Army on the 
outbreak of war. 


Other Winners 


ORD GLANELY won the Prince of Wales’ 
Nursery, run over the Bunbury Mile, with the 
gelding Royal Glory, a son of Royal Dancer, which 
clearly outstayed his 15 opponents. The Princess 
Mary Nursery Plate (5 f.), for fillies only, went 
to H. R. Hermon-Hodge’s Larch Rose, a daughter 
of the speedy Sir Cosmo, and the other T. Y. O. 
Handicap, the Bradgate Pa:k Nursery (6 f.) was 
taken by Mrs. F. J. Barlow’s gelding by Museum 
out of the Sir Cosmo mare Cosmo Lass. 


The Park Hill Stakes (1 m. 6 f.) for 3-year-old 
fillies was won very easily by T. Venn’s Bright 
Lady, a daughter of April the Fifth from a So- 
lario mare. Runner-up was Lord Glanely’s Eastern 
Echo (by Colombo), and the Duchess of Norfolk’s 
Roman Empress (by Tiberius) was third of six. 
Bright Lady, which much resembies her sire, has 
abundance of stamina, and I can visualize her 
playing a part in cup races if she is kept in train- 
ing for another season. 

Prince Aly Khan’s French-bred colt Annatom 
(by Fiterari) won the Scarborough Stakes for 
3-year-olds over a mile. 

Of the attractive handicaps for seniors run at 
the meeting, the Great Yorkshire Handicap over 
the last mile six furlongs and 150 yards of the 
Summer Course was expected to provide some 
useful pointers to the Cesarewitcn. The winner, 
however, does not hold the Cesarewitch liability, 
and it was a surprise to all present when the rank 
outsider Clean Sweep, a son of Trimdon owned by 
the Duchess of Norfolk and the only 3-year-old 
in the field, scored easily by three lengths from 
W. Downing’s 4-year-old Caracalla with the Ebor 
winner, the 7-year-old Owenstown, third of 11. 
Second and third are in the Cesarewitch, but I 
rather doubt if this form amounts to much. 

D. Pearson’s progressive filly Coolnargeat (by 
Beresford) defeated O. S. Ambrose’s filly Fore- 
taste (by Umidwar), Lord Rosebery’s filly Mercy 
(by Fair Trial), and nine others for the Cleveland 
3-year-old Handicap (1 m.), and Miss Dorothy 
Paget gained a welcome win when the 4-year-old 
grey gelding Annadin (by Taj ud Din) took the 
Town Moor Handicap (7 f.) from 16 rivals. Un- 
placed in this race were the useful performers 
Ombro and Hippius, conceding a lot of weight to 
the winner. 

A field of 15 crack sprinters contested the Port- 
land Handicap (6 f.), and this event also went 
to a grey son of Taj ud Din. Miss K. Farrar’s 
4-year-old gelding Comatas, which had won the 
July Cup over the same course, scored by three 
parts of a length from The Jigger (by Mr. Jinks), 
with The Drummer (by Grand Parade) third, the 
heartbreaking The Druid fourth, and Poise, Quar- 
tier-Maitre, Prince Tetra, Chanda, and Valthema 
among the also rans. 
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These Newmarket winners sired by Taj ud Din 
were supplemented at Nottingham when another 
of his four-year-olds, the bay colt Eurasian, owned 
by Major Cohen, won the mile Trial Handicap 
from a big field of fair-class horses. Eurasian is 
in the Cambridgeshire, and likely to become one 
of the popular fancies for the race. Taj ud Din, 
foaled in 1928, by Gainsborough out of Taj Mahal, 
has been standing at the Tickford Park Stud at 
the modest fee of 30 sovereigns. He is likely to 
have a full book at a higher fee for several sea- 
sons to come, in view of the form that his stock 
are showing. 

The Trial Handicap, which servea its purpose 
as a test for Cambridgeshire hopes, was followed 
by the Nottingham Handicap (2 m.), in which a 
number of Cesarewitch aspirants carried silk. 
The field included two winners of the Cesarewitch, 
the 9-year-old Near Relation and the 6-year-old 
Contrevent, and the former made quite a good 
show to finish third, beaten a head and three 
parts of a length, to Mrs. A. R. Russell’s 6-year- 
old Hamac (by The MacNab) and J. Barber’s 4- 
year-old Abbeville (by The Black Abbott). 
Hamac was carrying top weight of 126 pounds, 
and although he did not beat much he looks to me 
to be a likelier Cesarewitch prospect at 50 to 1, 
a rate still offered, than any which figure at 
shorter odds. 

Another Nottingham winner worthy of a line 
was Capt. P. Dunne’s 5-year-old gelding Porto- 
bello (by Portlaw) which secured the Standard 
Handicap (5 f.) in a style reminiscent of his 2- 
year-old days. Other events at the meeting were 
of little more than local interest. 

The only Edinburgh result to comment upon 
was that for the Edinburgh Cup, a handicap over 
a mile and a half. The course specialist, Sir 
Victor Sassoon’s 4-year-old Congratulations (by 
Felicitation), won handsomely from W. Barnett’s 
4-year-old Planchado (by Plantago), with four 
behind. There have been three cup races over 
the Edinburgh track in the past 12 months, and 
Congratulations has won them all. 


Yearling Prices 


E had an opportunity to test the strength of 

the bloodstock market while we were at 
Newmarket last week, Messrs. Tactersall holding 
an auction at two sessions on the Wednesday and 
a single session on the Thursday morning. It was 
not surprising that the few horses in training 
that were submitted made only poor prices—the 
Jockey Club season is drawing to a close, and the 
N. H. prospects are the reverse of encouraging. 
Of the 23 lots which changed hands, only four 
made more than 100 guineas, top price being the 
180 guineas paid for the Manchester November 
Handicap winner, the 5-year-old Tutor. 

Yearlings were a better market and considering 
that few were of “Doncaster” standard, the busi- 
ness must be considered satisfactory. Some 75 
youngsters were sold, the best prices being 870 
guineas and 850 guineas paid respectively for 
colts by *Easton and Caerleon. One by Felicita- 
tion made 700 guineas, and another, by *Mah- 
moud, 610 guineas. There were some dog’s meat 
sales to set against these, but altogether the 
trend was perceptibly upward.

Alsab 


N our nearly 20 years of Turf reporting, it has 
I not been our privilege to witness a 2-year-old 
the likes of Alsab. We learned rather early in our 
career not to jump at conclusions regarding the 
ability of a horse and we remember the advice 
given us a dozen years ago by the veteran writer, 
O’Neil Sevier, never to judge a horse “until 20 
years after his death.” However, Alsab is some- 
thing we’ve never seen before. The nearest to 
him, and purely in supposition, was the ill-fated 
Sky Larking. His trainer, Bob McGarvey, told us 
before Sky Larking suffered a broken leg in the 
Champagne Stakes of 1937 that the colt was 
capable of running a mile in 1:35 and that is a 
mark Alsab came very close to touching in the 
Champagne of the current season, decided last 
Saturday. Incidentally, until last year the Cham- 
pagne was at six furlongs straightaway, serving 
as a preliminary to the Futurity, and now at the 
added distance over the main course it serves as 
an anti-climax and settles some of the arguments 
the richer and shorter event may leave behind. 

Alsab’s time for the Champagne was 1:35%s, 
the fastest by three-fifths of a second any 2-year- 
old has ever traveled on this continent. It could 
be a world’s mark as far as we know. This 
rangy, rather long-legged son of Good Goods and 
Winds Chant, by Wildair, (he also seems a bit 
light behind) had something left in drawing out 
to a seven-length victory over Requested and the 
other five Champagne starters and under pres- 
sure he could have shaded this mark. He also 
could have bettered it with clear running room 
all the way. Carroll Bierman, replacing the sus- 
pended R. L. Vedder, attempted to send him 
through on the inside shortly after leaving the 
back stretch, but the opening suddenly ceased to 
be and Alsab had to be taken up sharply and 
swung to the outside. Soon back in his stride he 
quickly overtook and ran by the leaders to assume 
command as he straightened out for the run home. 

What makes Alsab’s performance all the more 
amazing is the fact that in the post parade he 
displayed distinct signs of soreness. In our only 
previous view of the colt—the match in which he 
easily conquered Requested in the excellent time 
of 1:16 for six and a half furlongs—he appeared 
perfectly sound. In appraising his remarkable 
performance in the Champagne it is useless to 
figure the track condition as a factor although 
the course 36 hours previously had received a 
thorough drenching, the first in more than a 
month. To the eye the track appeared muddy 
and but for its high content of sand would have 
been. It was officially described as being good, 
yet it is very difficult to say that Alsab’s speed 
could have been any greater had the going been 
dry and dusty. It is easier to assume Bierman’'s 
error of judgment cost him a faster mark, prob- 
ably Jack High’s track record of 1:35. At any 
rate, he clipped three-fifths of a second from the 
time made by Twenty Grand in winning the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club Stakes 11 years ago. Alsab 
shouldered scale weight of 122 pounds, as did the 
Greentree Stable colt. 

The manner in which Alsab won the Cham- 
pagne left no doubt among New York’s sophisti- 
cated racing fans that he is the champion 2-year- 
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old of the season, although unable to appear in 
the Futurity through ineligibility. No one has 
been found brave or reckless enough to say that 
he could not have done as much to the Futurity 
winner, Some Chance, as he did to his Champagne 
opponents. 

Mrs. Albert Sabath’s colt may not run again 
this season. If he were ours he wouldn’t. Whether 
he does or not he appears the best 3-year-old 
prospect to go into winter quarters in modern 
times. He appears to have every requisite, inso- 
far as performance is concerned, of a top 3-year- 
old—speed, stamina, and weight-carrying ability. 
Undoubtedly he is precocious and it is impossible 
to conceive that Alsab has much room for im- 
provement. All he has to do is to come out next 
season as strong as he has shown himself, and his 
contemporaries must advance remarkably to de- 
throne him. It is to be hoped the soreness he 
displayed Saturday in coming out for the Cham- 
pagne was temporary and trivial. 


Fenelon 


FTER the manner in which he was defeated 

in the Jockey Club Gold Cup, Fenelon’s vic- 
tory in the New York Handicap came as a dis- 
tinct surprise. Particularly so when Jimmy Stout 
rated him off the early pace, almost with a chok- 
ing pull. In his best races, this year and last, the 
4-year-old son of *Sir Gallahad III and *Filante, 
by Sardanapale, took the track early and galloped 
his opposition into defeat. Those were the tactics 
he pursued in winning the Manhattan Handicap 
at a mile and one-half and in setting the pace to 
the stretch in the two-mile Jockey Club Gold Cup. 
In the latter contest, carrying scale weight with 
Market Wise and Whirlaway, he gave way to 
them with a quarter-mile to go and was beaten 
eight lengths. Therefore, despite the difference 
of imposts in his favor of ten pounds actually and 
six pounds according to the scale, he seemed to 
have very little chance with Market Wise at the 
additional distance of the New York Handicap. 

With Jimmy Stout rating him back of Market 
Wise for the first mile and three-quarters of the 
New York Handicap, his chances of defeating the 
Jockey Club Gold Cup winner appeared very re- 
mote indeed, especially as Market Wise had 
shaved Exterminator’s American record in ac- 
complishing that victory. William Woodward's 
colt had disappointed several times before in be- 
ing rated off the pace and the manner in which he 
came forward to run down Market Wise after the 
latter appeared headed for certain victory was 
something hardly expected of him. One person 
who was not surprised, however, was Fenelon’s 
trainer, James Fitzsimmons, who said to Stout 
after the race, “I told you that horse would make 
a rider of you yet.” Your correspondent’s opin- 
ion is that against first-class opposition, regard- 
less of distance, Fenelon has a definite weight 
ceiling. 

Fenelon is not a better horse than Market Wise 
although he beat the latter by two lengths last 
Saturday. The Jockey Club Gold Cup at scale 
weights was the truer test. Market Wise, lacking 
the older colt’s early speed, is the better stayer, 
and if he hasn’t proved it already will do so as the 
better weight-carrier. With Whirlaway through 


for the season these colts, along with War Relic 
and Big Pebble, remain as the bulwarks of the 
distance-running brigade and anytime any two of 
them clash again during the waning days of the 
season the race will be well worth going miles 
to see. 
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Paddock Miscellany 


ELMONT PARK’S 15-day autumn meeting 

wound up with a wagering average of $967,- 
754, easily a world’s record. Excellent weather 
prevailed for every program except the semi- 
final, and even this was a favorable break, as 
the New York Yankees-Brooklyn Dodgers World 
Series game was rained out.... A lower apprecia- 
tion of the value of money also helped... . All the 
races at a mile and a half scheduled for the meet- 
ing were staged and, with several of them split, 
the total was 20. Belmont Park’s average dis- 
tance per race therefore exceeded one mile—a 
strong contribution to the improvement of dis- 
tance racing. Louis Tufano is nominating 
Market Wise to the $100,000 Santa Anita Handi- 
cap and $50,000 San Juan Capistrano Handicap. 
. . . The intention, however, is to send him to 
Florida. The weights for the Widener Challenge 
Cup and the Santa Anita Handicap may provide 
the answer to his winter plans. ... Colonel E. R. 
Bradley thinks he has a good colt in Bless Me, a 
son of *Sickle and Buginarug. Rumor has it that 
the stable thinks more of the non-starting British 
Flyer, a colt by Equipoise from Bar Nothing... . 
A division of Walter Chrysler’s stable is said to be 
destined for the West Coast this winter.

UCH of the romance connected with Alsab’s 

rise to fame may be attributed to his de- 
veloper and trainer, August (Sarge) Swenke, 
also the person who selected him as a yearling 
to be. bought from the 1940 yearling sales. 
Swenke recommended the purchase of the son of 
Good Goods and Winds Chant from Thomas 
Piatt’s consignment and his employer Albert 
Sabath, Chicago attorney and a leading figure at 
Hawthorne, went along as far as necessary 
$700. 

“Sarge” is a product of Baltimore, born Febru- 
ary 5, 1893, just two miles from Pimlico, and he 
was a horse owner before he was called to the 
colors in 1917, returning from France with the 
three stripes of a sergeant, a wound stripe, and 
several citations, including the Distinguished 
Service Cross. He got back into racing as soon 
as he could and has been in it ever since. And 
like everyone closely connected with horses, he’s 
had his ups and downs. 

Living so near Pimlico and being naturally at- 
tracted to horses (his father was a livery stable 
keeper), Swenke was a steady visitor to the track 
as a boy. He remembers “hooking school and 
going to Pimlico to walk ‘hots’ for nothing.” 
After leaving school, he attempted to learn the 
machinist’s trade but he couldn’t keep his mind 
off horses and he soon was back on the race 
track. Swenke managed to get together $400 in 
1916 and purchased Deckmate, a cheap plater 
with which he won several races in Canada. He 
practically gave the horse away when entering 
the army the next year. 

Swenke was in the 313th Regiment (Balti- 
more’s own) of the 79th Division and did his 
training at Camp Meade in Maryland. He be- 
came the regimental boxing champion of his 
weight and was appointed the matchmaker and 
boxing instructor. His wound and D. S. C. came 
in the Argonne drive. He led a detachment that 
cleaned out a machine gun nest that had been 
holding up the advance of the right flank at 
Saint Mihiel. 

Upon his discharge from the army, Swenke got 


back into racing by claiming Austral for $1,000 
in Maryland and with that horse winning about 
a score of races, he steadily built up his stable 
until it numbered 20 head. He campaigned on 
the Maryland circuit in spring and fall and in 
Canada through the summer where he led the 
list in number of winners for several seasons. 
Among his better known performers were Red 
Wingfield, Click, and Hidden Jewel. “Sarge” 
purchased Picketer from James Rowe, represent- 
ing H. P. Whitney, for $1,500 and won a $5,000 
stakes at Hialeah Park’s inaugural meeting with 
the horse. 

Swenke’s luck flourished throughout the ’twen- 
ties and he was something of a “big shot” in his 
home town with his horses winning consistently 
and the stock market likewise being kind to him. 
Then came the crash and the following season, 
the ‘“Sarge’’ was broke and without horses. He 
remained away from the tracks for a couple of 
years until 1934 when he was offered a position 
on the official staff at Hawthorne by Albert J. 
Sabath, then head of that track. Almost at the 
same time, A. R. Born, a Chicago businessman, 
asked him to get some horses for him and he 
took the latter proposition. He continued with 
Born for more than six years but never with 
much luck and with the latter desiring to race 
solely on the West Coast, Swenke returned East 
last summer when Sabath again offered him a 
job-—this time to train his wife’s horses. 

The World War hero brought Seventh Day, a 
fair sort of filly, back to winning form and in- 
fluenced Sabath to purchase five yearlings at the 
Saratoga sales. One of the youngsters selected 
by Swenke was the colt Alsab, now one of the 
reigning sensations of the American Turf, and 
the “Sarge” is back on his luck again. He isn’t 
forgetting the hard times he went through and 
the persons who’ were kind to him during his 
adversities.

Mr. Cooper's Recommendation 


The following paragraphs are from a letter 
from Charles E. Cooper, owner of the successful 
Rancho San Luis Rey and member of the Cali- 
fornia Horse Racing Board, to the editor of THE 
BLOOD-HORSE: 


I would like to refer to an article in THE BLoop- 
Horse, issue of September 27, written by Joe Her- 
nandez, to correct a statement in his article which 
seems to be a misunderstanding on the part of the 
writer, wherein he states that it is my opinion that 
the State Fair's award to the owner of the leading 
sire of California, money winner, should be altered, 
and that the award, a trophy, should be presented 
to the owner of a stallion in California producing 
the greatest number of winners, not money, but 
purses. 

In a letter written by me, addressed to Mr. Ray 
Silva, Racing Department, California State Fair, 
Sacramento, California, I made the recommendation 
that the award should go to California’s leading sire 
of California-breds, based upon the largest amount 
of money won by California-breds, regardless of 
where they raced, as | felt that this was for the 
best interests of our breeding industry, as it would 
encourage owners of good stallions to have them 
remain at the stud in California. I feel that it is 
improper to take into consideration the migratory 
stallions who have sired California-breds and also 
have progeny bred in other states, to take into 
consideration the winnings of the progeny bred in 
other states, to make up the total for the award.

Keeneland 


HE best of the fall racing in Kentucky opened 

October 7 as Keeneland began its 10-day 
October meeting. Currently the fall meeting has 
two stakes. Richest is the Breeders’ Futurity, 
which was worth $7,835 to Whirlaway last year. 
The other is the flexible Special Event, which has 
new conditions written each year, drawing from 
whatever division seems most promising. In one 
season the race drew Challedon, which set a new 
world record for 1%;g miles in it. Last year it 
was written for 2-year-old fillies and drew Level 
Best and others. This year the Special, which 
will be run October 11, was again written for 2- 
year-old fillies, and among the eligibles are Mar- 
Kell, Sis Baker, Emolument, Spanish Moss, Miss 
Dogwood, Petrify, Ubiquitous, and others. 

The Breeders’ Futurity includes Some Chance, 
Sun Again, Miss Dogwood, Devil Diver, Shut Out, 
Jug, Amphitheatre, Dogpatch, Eternal Bull, Nip- 
sickle, and others among its entries, and a good 
race seems probable. The Breeders’ Futurity has 
been run three years at Keeneland and two of 
its winners, Johnstown and Whirlaway, have 
gone on to major 3-year-old honors. 

A number of other good races, under overnight 
conditions, are also offered. Best of these is the 
$3,000 Ante-Bellum Handicap, which engages 
older horses at about 1 9-16 miles. The unusual 
distance results from the fact that the race is 
started out of the 2-year-old chute (40 feet less 
than one-half mile) and then goes around the 
11,,¢-mile track. 


Churchill Downs Fall Program 


Since the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes was 
discontinued, the Churchill Downs fall meeting 
has had no stakes, and the class of the horses 
which raced there in the fall has suffered some- 
what as a result. This year Churchill Downs is 
beginning a modest stakes program, with five 
events, each with $2,500 added, scheduled for the 
13-day meeting. The stakes close October 13. 
They include a seven-furlong event for 2-year- 
olds, a one-mile handicap for fillies and mares, 
and three handicaps, at distances of from six fur- 
longs to 134g miles, for 3-year-olds and up, and 
give the Louisville track a nicely balanced stakes 
program.

Golden Voyage Injured 


The racing career of Sam Bacharach’s Golden 
Voyage was ended Wednesday, September 17, at 
Aqueduct when the *Happy Argo colt broke down 
in the Motor Cop Handicap. He and Minnelusa 
had been staging a neck-and-neck duel for five 
furlongs, when a leg gave way a furlong from 
the wire. He stopped and Jockey Don Meade 
leaped from the saddle but failed to hold the reins 
firmly. Golden Voyage broke loose, was caught 
and taken away in the horse ambulance. He had 
suffered a bowed tendon and a fracture of the 
sesamoid bone. Golden Voyage has started 30 
times in three years, won 10 races, finished sec- 
ond eight times, third once, and earned $14,525. 
He is a bay horse, foaled in 1936, by *Happy Argo 
—Golden Billows, by Golden Maxim. An effort 
will be made to save him for the stud. 
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SIRES OF WINNERS, 1941 


HE exploits of Whirlaway, largest money- 

winning 3-year-old since Gallant Fox’s rec- 
ord-breaking season, have given his sire, *Blen- 
heim II, a well nigh insuperable advantage in 
the contest for leading honors among American
